Nominations for membership 
on BLM Advisory Council 


UKIAH, CA, JUNE 22 


Van Manning, District Manager for the Bureau of Land Management 
in Ukiah, announced today a call for public nominations for member- 
ship on the Ukiah District Advisory Council. 

The announcement asks that the public forward to the District 
Manager by July 20, its suggestions for persons to serve on the 10- 
member panel. The panel advises the Secretary of the Interior and the 
Bureau, through the District Manager, on programs and policies for 
management of 469,000 acres of public lands in the district, which 
reaches from San Francisco to the Oregon border and extends from 
the west coast to the Sacramento Valley. All appointments are made 
by the Secretary. 

Multiple-use councils are required under the provisions of the 
Federal Land Policy and Management Act of 1976, as amended. As 
further ` required by the Federal Advisory Committee Act, their mem- ` 
bership is to be balanced in terms of points of view to be represented 
and functions to be performed. To achieve this balance, the Bureau is 
asking for nominations of individuals who will be gualified to offer 
advice in the following categories of expertise: elected general purpose 
government, renewable resources, nonrenewable resources, recreation, 
transportation/rights-of-way, wildlife, environmental protection, and 
the public-at-large. 

Terms will begin Jan. 1, 1982, when the terms of current council 
members expire. Members may be reappointed to additional terms. 
Nominations should include the name, address, telephone, biographical 
sketch, and category of expertise in which the person is gualified to 
offer advice and should be sent to Van W. Manning, District Manager, 
Bureau of Land Management, P.O. Box 940, Ukiah, CA 95482.

Americans Bruce Penhall and Bobby 
Schwartz scored a World 


Championship in team or pairs 
competition. The Americans collected 


Championship title for the United 
States when they won the World Best 
Pairs Speedway Championship. It was 
the first World title for the U.S. in 
speedway since Jack Milne won the 
individual championship 44 years ago. 
It was also the first-ever U.S. 


23 points, with Penhall garnering 14 
and Schwartz, riding mainly from the 
back, posting nine. Neither rider had 
seen the track before, which gave 
added dimension to their performance 
before 70,000 Polish fans, New Zealand 
placed second with 22 points. Poland 





(21), Czechoslovakia (18), England 
(17), Denmark (17), and West Germany 
(9) trailed. The June 21 event was held 
in Katowice, Poland. 


Kees Van Der Ven (KTM) posted a 
1-2 moto tally to win the British 
round of the 250cc World 
Championship Motocross Series, 
held at Hawkestone Park. 
Yamaha’s Neil Hudson captured 
second off a 3-1 score, and 
American Mike Guerra (Hus) 
turned in his best-ever GP placing 
with a 43 third overall. Points 
leader Georges Jobe (Suz) placed 
second in the first mto, but seized 
and DNF the second. In the points, 
Jobe still leads with 194 to 
Hudson's 151, and Van Der Ven is 
third with 102. Guerra’s U.K. 
performance moved him to 
seventh in the standings with 47 
points. 


Wrestling a heavy MXer around the 
Carlsbad USGP course in the SoCal 
sun is not fun, and several of the 
Grand Prix racers came very close to 
the FIM minimum weight limit. 
Winner Chuck Sun's Honda tipped the 
scales at 224.3 lb., a scant five ounces 
over the 224 Ib. limit. And surprisingly 
enough, the Yamahas — the works 
bikes with the most “extra" eguipment 
hung on them — were among the 
lightest. Andre Vromans’ Yamaha 
checked in at 224.9; Mike Bell's was 
listed as 224.7; and Broc Glover's was 
the featherweight of the meet, a super- 
close 224.2 Ib! 


Marty Moates and Laurens Offner 
have parted ways. Moates felt he 
could enjoy greater success 
exclusive of LOP which has 
backed his efforts in the past. 


In the results from last week’s 
coverage of the Castle Rock, CO 
250/500cc MX National, we 
erroneously listed eighth-place finisher 
Jim Tarantino as having 11-12 moto 
finishes. It should have been 11-9. The 
22 points he earned also vaulted him 
to 17th in the point standings with 60 
ahead of Eric Eaton (59), Larry 
Wosick (54) and Wayne Boyer (53). 


Randy Mamola has signed to race 
at Laguna Seca! Mamola is 
expected to tackle Kenny Roberts 
at the July 19 Champion Spark 
Plug 200 km., probably riding the 
RG500 he's racing in Europe at 
present. Papa's not going to miss 
that one! 


Terry Vance (Suz) topped Mike Keyte 
(Kaw) in the NMRA Pro Stock division 
run in conjunction with NMRA'5 June 
20-21 rescheduled Springnationals 
Drags at Columbus Ohio's National 
Trail Raceway. Mother Nature nearly 
washed out this round also.

I would like to voice my opinion on 
the proposed AMA ruling concerning 
restricting the 750s so that the 500s 
will be more competitive. Who is the 
AMA trying to kid? The 500s will be 
no more competitive than they were in 
1968, when the old rule was in effect. 
They could put lawnmower carbs on 
an XR750 and it still could outrun a 
KR Harley any day of the week, and 
yet in the late "60s the KR showed a 
definite advantage over the 500s on 
the mile tracks. 

Leave the rules alone; if the Japanese 
want to be in professional dirt track 
racing then they should build a 750 
strictly for dirt track racing that they 
can sell to the privateer, much like 
Yamaha used to sell its road racer 
twins. They seem to come out with a 
new type street model every time you 
turn your head, so it really doesn't 
seem like an impossibility to build a 
competitive dirt tracker if they really 
wanted to. 

It all boils down to the same old 
standard in every type of motor 
racing: You have people who have no 
understanding or knowledge of pro- 
fessional racing making all the rules. I 
feel that if the AMA doesn't get straight- “ 
ened around and start listening to the 
majority of the racers on what should 
and should not be in the rules, then 
the future of professional dirt track 
looks bleak for rider and spectator 
alike.

Bel-Ray 500cc U.S. Grand Prix of 
Motocross ; 


Sun smooth, 
smart, successful 


at Carlsbad

CARLSBAD, CA, JUNE 21 


Chuck Sun became the second American rider 
in 10 years to win the Bel-Ray U.S. Grand 
Prix of Motocross at Carlsbad Raceway by re- 
membering to “keep calm, keep pressing and 


ride smart and smooth.” He scor- 
ed 5-1 for the day. 

America’s Grand Prix conten- 
der Brad Lackey finished second 
overall with his 6-3 on a factory 
Suzuki. He led several laps late in the 
first moto but fell, giving the lead back 
to Yamaha's Broc Glover. 

In third with a 3-6 was Englishman 
Graham Noyce, like Sun on a works 
Honda. European riders filled three of 
the top five places, and most riders 


had trouble putting together two 
good, consistent motos. First moto 
winner Glover was involved in a tangle 
in the second round which dropped 
him to the back, but he worked his 
way back up to 11th. 

Honda swept the 250cc Support 
race as Donnie Hansen, Johnny 
O'Mara and Jim Gibson filled the first 
three places. In fact, it was a banner 
weekend for Honda as they won each 
race. 

Though quite warm, a slight breeze

kept things from becoming too taxing 
and the crowd, estimated at 25,000, 
soaked it all in. 

250cc Support 


After a false start, the support class 
got underway with Honda's Johnny 
O'Mara, Kawasaki's Jeff Ward, 
Yamaha-mounted Tim Lunde and 
Hona's Jim Gibson in front. Gibson 
pulled by Lunde on the opening lap to 
form a tight trio at the head of the 
pack. 

O'Mara continued to lead lap after 
lap in the 20-minutes-plus moto, but 
teammate Donnie Hansen put on a 
strong charge, working his way out of 
the pack to get by Gibson four laps 
from the end and close on O'Mara at 
the checkers. 

Ward went over the bars on the 
uphill halfway through the moto and 





retired shortly afterward. Larry 
Wosick put his Suzuki into a solid 
fourth place while Maico's Carlos 
Serrano held off Yamaha's Scott 
Burnworth and Ron Turner on a 
Suzuki for fifth. 

In the second moto, Serrano’s bike 
got to the starting line at the last 
minute, having switched his rear tire 
to an experimental Dunlop. The tire 
worked superbly as Serrano got a killer 
holeshot. However, the brake was not 
adjusted properly, and it locked up 
going into the tight first turn. 


Burnworth, Gibson and O’Mara 
flew out of the turn in front. At the 
end of a lap though, it was Gibson 
with a slight margin over Hansen with 
Burnworth third followed by O'Mara 
and Turner. 

Hansen waited for a bit before he

picked his spot and passed Gibson. 
O'Mara also went by and a lap later 
was in the lead. 

Hansen wasn't about to let Johnny 
O’ get away, though, and he clung to 
him doggedly. His | persistent 
badgering paid off as he saw an 
opening late in the race, seized it 
immediately and held on for the win, 
in fact, leading a Honda sweep. 


500cc International 


Hakan Carlqvist had the fastest 
qualifying time on his works Yamaha, 
but many were picking Glover as the 
man to beat (he was second fastest 
with Lackey third). After the gate 
dropped, it was indeed Glover in front 
of the pack followed by Andre 
Malherbe. (There was a bit of deja vu 
seeing Glover lead as he was issued

number 23, the same number Marty 
Moates had last year when he won in 
fine style.) 


Glover and Malherbe completed the 
first lap in close order with Sun 
holding off Lackey. Noyce, Carlqvist, 
Suzuki’s Marty Smith and Honda of 
Holland rider Gerrit Wolsink 
followed. 

Glover seemed to stretch his lead 
ever so slightly while a Malherbe/Sun/ 
Lackey tussle heated up. Sun would 
get by the defending world champion 
on the infamous Carlsbad (uphill) 
Freeway, but Malherbe always zipped 
past on the downhill. 

Around- the 10-minute mark, 
Lackey put a charge on that carried 
him by Sun in Rattlesnake Gulch. He 
swooped past Malherbe on the uphill 
and began to grind down Glover's 
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(Clockwise from top left) Sun acknowledges cheers from the crowd foll

large lead. 

Malherbe fell to sixth after 15 
minutes letting Noyce and Carlqvist go 
after Sun who was now third. 
However, Sun was experiencing 
suspension problems and soon began 
to drop back. “Yeah, I passed Chuck, 
and he was in a hell of a state,” 
recalled Noyce later. 

“I was really riding hard, and 
something didn’t feel right,” Sun said 
later. “It wasn't flowing right. Then I 
got some stomach cramps and so I 
said, ‘I’m gonna have to regroup.’ I 
just pulled back and I just let three or 
four guys pass me. I just rode 
consistent to the end.” 

At the halfway mark, it was still 
Glover leading, though Lackey had 
whittled that lead down quite a bit. 
Carlqvist, Noyce, Malherbe and Sun 








were next. 

With about 10 minutes to go, 
Lackey pulled right up to Glover and 
began to pressure. He saw the way 
clear in Rattlesnake Gulch a short 
time later and went into the lead. 

Glover didn't just fall back, though: 
“I just got right behind him, and a few 
times I tried to pass him, but I didn't 
really go all out. I was trying to wait 
for the last couple laps so he wouldn't 
have much time to try and get me 
back,” Glover said after the moto. 

He managed to get by Lackey as 
they hurtled down the downhill with 
two laps to go, and Lackey gassed it 
right by. As they exited the sharp left 
at the bottom of the hill, though, Brad 
tumbled to the ground, and Glover 
shot past. 

“We came down the downhill, and I 


had the drive on him,” said Glover, “I 
was ahead of him and he just 
accelerated and he got the inside at 
the bottom in that left-hand turn. 
“When he got down there, I cut 
back underneath him and started to 
go out with him, you know, try to 
move him out a little bit so I could 
have the line. He just tried to get back 
on the gas, and I think his handlebar 
might have hit a flag pole or 
something and threw him off.” 
Lackey, who broke his foot earlier in 
the season and has been unable to 
train as he would like to, cited fatigue 
as the cause of his mishap. (After the 
moto, he was reported suffering from 
heat exhaustion.) When he picked it 
back up, Glover was long gone and 
heading for the checkered with 
Carlqvist_ second and Noyce third. 








owing his second moto winning ride. Broc Glover sped to the first moto win with only 


kept close tabs on each other early in the first moto. 


Wolsink and Sun passed him on the 
final lap with Smith, Yamaha's Mike 
Bell, Honda's Danny LaPorte and 
Swede Conny Carlsson on a factory 
Husky trailing. LaPorte's ride was 
even more impressive considering the 
fact that he couldn't get his bike 
started at the line and missed the start 
entirely. 

Out of the 37 riders who started, 20 
finished. Andre Malherbe fell while 
running seventh, got back up and rode 
around another lap and seeing he was 
out of the points, retired to the pits a 
lap from the end. 

usgvarna's Marty Tripes got the 
holeshot in the second moto. 
Unfortunately, only half of the gate 
fell so the start was red-flagged. 

The second time around, Suzuki's 
Darrell Shultz blasted to the fore with 





Belgian Ivan van den Broeck on a 
factory single-shock Maico and 
Suzuki-mounted Marty Moates 
behind. 

Malherbe moved in behind Moates 
by the end of the lap, leaving van den 
Broeck to fend off Tripes and Sun. 
Autrian KTM rider Georg Reiter and 
Bell were next. Glover languished in 
back of the pack after a couple of 
incidents. “Maybe halfway into the 
lap, two or three of us went down 
together. I think it was (Suzuki factory 
rider Jean Jacques) Bruno or 
somebody. I od him, then I think 
he berserked it back around. He tried 
to go back around, but there was no 
way. When he hit the bank, he shot off 
the side of it. I had my bike stuck in his 
bike,” said a dejected Glover. 

Shultz continued to style out front 
and give the crowd a reason to cheer. 
For “Shu,” it was the only bright spot 
of the weekend. He hit a pole in 
practice the day before and cut his 
tight hand, making it painful to even 
slip his glove on. 

However, his ride came to an end 
after the halfway point when he 
bailed. “I just got sideways coming out 
of a really fast corner and by the time I 
got it under control, I was headed 
straight toward the fence, and I 
mowed down a few people,” he said. 
“Nobody was hurt, though; I couldn’t 
believe it! They got up and said, ‘Get 
goin! ” 

Malherbe took over at that point 
over Sun (who came from sixth on the 
opening lap), Lackey, LaPorte and 
Bell 


Sun had mechanic Eric Crippa 
change the bike a bit between motos 
which made a world of difference. 
“Just minute damping changes in the 
front and the rear made it a different 
motorcycle in the second moto. I could 
tell the first two laps, I could feel it -- 
‘Yup, this is it; I'm gonna be able to 
compete in this race.’ ” 

He closed on Malherbe, stalked him 
for several laps, then went by to win 
easily, cheered on by the sun-drenched 
southern California crowd. Lackey 
held steady in third to the end over 
LaPorte, Bell, a dueling Noyce and 
Wolsink then Carlqvist. “Carla” 
apparently suffered shock failure from 
lap four or five and when he pulled 
into his pit area, complained of lower 
back pains. “I can’t stánd up!” As he 
showed his taped and bleeding left 
hand to a mechanic, he exlaimed, 
“T'm just tore up!” 

KTM's Gerard Rond from Holland 
and Husky’s Steve Rhyan rounded out 
the top 10. Glover came through for 
llth while 12th went to Moates who 
suffered a sprained ankle in the first 
turn, then had to pull into the 
mechanics’ area to cut a snagging 
front brake cable which had been 
plaguing him. Tripes was 13th, 
perhaps reflecting the luck of his 
weekend. Practice the day before 
netted him a seized engine and broken 
gearbox. e

Richichi rolls at 
Loudon

LOUDON, NH, JUNE 21 

“Everything worked just great and I didn’t have 

any problems. Hey, this is my first National 

win. I really don’t know what to say except I’m 
12 happy. Boy, am I happy.” Nick Richichi may 





have been at a loss for words af- 
ter winning the Accel Formula 
One Laconia Classic Race, but 
on the Bryar Motorsport Park 
track he was in control all the 
time. 


Dale Singleton, back from racing in 
Europe for the event, took second after 
a long duel with eventual third place 
finisher Rich Chambers. Singleton was 
Yamaha TZ500-mounted while both 
Richichi and Chambers rode Yamaha 
TZ750s. 

“I probably should have made my 
move a couple of laps sooner,” said 
Singleton afterwards. “The strategy 
was to stay close until the 40th lap and 
then charge. Traffic held me up. I 
could have gone faster, but then I 
would have been riding on the edge 
and the situation didn’t really call for 
that. It-would-have been foolish to 
crash. Chambers rode a helluva race. 
It was fun dicing with him.” 

For Chambers, it was his first top 
three National finish. After the cham- 
pagne spraying and showering was 
over, Chambers was probably the most 
excited. “It's hard to say just how 


much this means to me,” said Cham- 
bers. “A lot of people have stuck by me 
for a long while and I hope this is just 
the first of many trips to the winner's 
circle.” 

Yamaha-mounted John Bettencourt 
picked up fourth place money while 
Honda's Mike Spencer took fifth with 
the first four-stroke across the finish 
line. 

The Winston Pro Series National 
was moved up in the race program due 
to threatening weather. After having 
to run two races in the rain on Saturday, 
officials didn’t want to take any 
chances. Fortunately, the 47 laps on 
the 1.6-mile circuit didn’t get a drop. 

Richichi sat on the pole for the Na- 
tional along with 49 other hopefuls, 
but it was Cooley winning the drag 
race to the first turn followed by 
Honda’s Roberto Pietri and Richichi. 
Pietri's race up front wouldn't last long 
as his clutch went away on the first lap 
and he nursed his bike around for 26 
more laps, slowly slipping back before 
pulling in. 

Cooley immediately established him- 
self in the front runner's position. The 
awaited duel with Freddie Spencer, on

the minds of many, didn't get a chance 
to materialize because Spencer scratched 
from the program earlier in the day 
due to a sprained wrist sustained in his 
crash at the Indy Mile National being 
aggravated in his Superbike,crash on 
Saturday. 

By lap five Cooley had three seconds 
in hand on Richichi who was a short 
distance ahead of a hot dice between 
Mike Spencer and Miles Baldwin with 
- Chambers, Bettencourt, Singleton, 
Pietri, and Jeff Umrysz a distance be- 
hind. 

Mike Kidd, who was running 
Laconia to grab some National points 
in his chase for the Grand National 
Championship, was running 17th. “I 
just want to basically cruise around to 
get the feel of the bike,” said Kidd. 
“Think I have a good chance of fin- 
ishing up there.” Kidd had gotten up 
about 11th before crashing hard four 
laps from the end. He was cut, bruised 
and battered and took a trip to the 
hospital for observation. 

Richichi took a few laps:to check out 
Cooley's lines and then slowly began to 
cut the gap between the two. By lap 10 
Richichi was a slim one second behind 
and on the following lap he was right 
on Cooley. On the 12th lap Cooley, 
using traffic, had gotten back some 
breathing room. 

Just as Cooley entered the final turn 
before the start/finish line to complete 





lap 18 the rear end twitched, the bike 
went sideways and Cooley went down. 
The bike bounced off the outside re- 
taining wall and slid into the corner of 
the track as Cooley — shaken and with 
a cut hand and knee — scrambled into 
the haybales. “I really don't know 
what happened,” said Cooley. “One 
second I was on the bike and the next 
I'm sliding along the track. Luckily, 
there was no heavy traffic nearby.” 


Richichi grabbed the lead and never 
looked back for the remaining 34 laps. 
He had 18 seconds on second place 
Chambers with Singleton in a close 
third. On the same lap as Cooley's 
mishap Mile Baldwin also went down. 
Baldwin had been running a very 
strong third before his mishap. 


With Richichi out front, the atten- 
tion centered on the Chambers/Single- 
ton duel for second. The two swapped 
back and forth for about 25 laps. 
Frank McTaggart was also in on the 
swapfest for a number of laps and then 
slipped back to engage in battle with 
Bettencourt and Spencer, eventually 
placing sixth behind them at the finish. 


The top 10 positions were basically 
set from lap 30. Singleton passed 
Chambers for good on lap 36 for sec- 
ond while McTaggart got nicked by 
the Chambers/Spencer battle on lap 
40. Umrysz was safe in seventh. Boonie 
Knott steadily rode his way to eighth as 








Reuben McNurter slipped from ninth 


finish 18th after running in the top 
10 all day. Cory Ruppelt and Bruce 
Hammer rounded out the top 10. 

Richichi, after thinking for awhile, 
finally did come up with something to 
say. “I guess I should thank the people 
who have been behind me and helped 
me win Winston Pro Series: Rookie of 
the Year last year. GS Performance 
gets a lot of the credit for me being 
here. I also have help from Arai, 
Vanson and ND.”

Superbike | 
winner Lawson 
showered by 
Lady Luck

LOUDON, NH, JUNE 20° 

Eddie Lawson and Freddie Spen- 
cer seem to have a thing going in 
the Superbike Championship — 
Spencer gets out front to lead 
Lawson around and in the late stages 
of the race Spencer falls and Lawson 
romps home the winner, It happened 
just that way in the Bell Superbike 
race at Laconia in the rain — an al- 
most instant replay of what had hap- 
pened in the previous round at Road 
America. However, this time Spencer 
was guickly back in the race and 
finished third behind Wes Cooley. 

“Winning feels so good," crooned 
Lawson, imitating someone singing in 
the shower — which he basically was. 
“It looks like the best strategy for me is 
to follow Freddie from now on," he 
continued jokingly. “Now let me get 
off this wet gear. Riding in the rain is 
no fun, although I guess I had a pretty 
good time.” 

By virtue of his win Lawson — and 
Kawasaki — move from a tie for second 
in the point standings to a solid hold 
on that position eight points behind 
defending series champ Cooley and his 
Yoshimura Suzuki, 62-56. Honda's 
Feddie and Mike Spencer hold a joint 
third at 46 points each. 

“Freddie was trying hard to take 
second away from me on the final 
lap,” said Cooley. “I rode a wide line 
to make sure he would have to go 
around me if he wanted to pass.” I 
probaby should have gone faster in the 
early laps, but my rear tire was slid- 
ing around so much I thought it was 
going flat.” 

“It’s disappointing to lose this way, 
especially since the circumstances are 
similar to what happened at Road 
America. One thing for sure, my luck 
has to change for the better pretty 
soon,” said Spencer afterward. 

“The crash,” continued Spencer, 
“was just one of those things. I was 
going underneath a slower rider going 
into a corner when he moved in on me, 
forcing me off the track. I thought I 
could ride it out, but I went down 
when the back end got loose. That was 
it, scratch another one in the weird 








luck column.” 

By the time the Superbike final was 
called to the line the rain was coming 
down heavily enough to make most 
riders wonder about the wisdom of 
running in the rain. Many, including 
all the factory riders, had gone to full 
rain tires front and rear. Those who 
didn’t have rain tires crossed their 
fingers. 

Cooley held the pole by virtue of his 
heat win on a damp track. Harry Klinz- 
mann, on the Racecrafter’s Kawasaki, 
was alongside after winning the second 
heat. Lawson, Freddie Spencer and 
Roberto Pietri filled out the front five. 

One the wave of the green flag 
Spencer led the drag race to turn one 
and immediately began to open 
ground on Lawson. Spencer had 
appeared cautious in his heat race, but 
now was clearly the fastest and per- 
haps the most daring rider on the 
track. Spencer continued to tame the 
1.6-mile circuit and was quickly riding 
through backmarkers by the third lap 
of the 25 to be run. 

By the fifth lap Klinzmann, who 
had been running fourth, was out. 
The race had already settled into a 
pattern with Spencer five seconds 
ahead of Lawson who had seven sec- 
onds on Cooley. Only the margin of 
time between the three would change 
for another 10 laps. 

Behind the leaders Mike Spencer, 
Superbike newcomer Jon Woo, Pietri, 
Kawsaki of Canada’s Lang Hindle and 
a surprising Dave Emde, on the San 
Jose BMW, were beginning a long de- 
bate on positions. Emde had come 
from 42nd on the grid and would 
eventually finish fourth after a superb 
ride. 

Mike Spencer, after a race long duel 
with Woo, held the upper hand to 
take fifth at the end followed at a good 
distance by Pietri. The only other 
rider on the same lap as the leaders at 
the finish was Ducati-mounted Malcolme 
Tunstall. He was eighth. 

Spencer had pulled out such a com- 
manding lead that his crash went al- 
most unnoticed except by the Kawasaki 
pits where Lady Luck’s smile brought 
grins to all faces. 

Spencer, quickly back in the race, 
got by Emde for third and was just as 
soon repassed. The battle continued as 
Emde and Spencer drew a bead on 
Cooley. 

With four laps to go Lawson had 25 
seconds on Cooley who was casting 
glances over his shoulder at Spencer. 
They knew it would go down to the 
final 1.6 miles on the final lap. Spencer 
tried high and low to get past and ap- 
peared to have one last shot in the 
final corner until a slower rider moved 
into his line, leaving Cooley home free.

he was grinning from ear to ear. The 
win marked the second straight road 
race National weekend where Kawa- 
saki’s Lawson has collected both the 
Superbike and Expert Lightweight 
wins. “I was ready,” said Lawson after- 
wards. “I like the track and it's a fun 
place to ride. You really get a work- 
out.” 

Steve Barron, of Hawthorne, NJ, fin- 
ished second after a strong ride. “I 
think it was the tire choice that helped 
me. I was running a different com- 
pound than most of the others and it 
didn’t get slippery toward the end,” 
said Barron. “I bet this will make my 
sponsors City Gear, Golden Cycle. and 
Thumbs-Up really happy.” 

Canadian Gary Collins put his 
Ron LeFebre-tuned, Shoei-sponsored 
mount into third when Mark Bougas 
crashed „during a dice the two were 
having. “It was touch-and-go there for 
awhile,” said Collins. “The rear tire 
heated up and got slippery. I was 
going for it no matter what.” 

Lawson, on his chain drive Kawasaki 
rather than the belt drive one on which 
he won at Road America, was first off 
the line, first into turn one and that 
was basically the way it went for the 
remainder of the 16 laps. The race was 
shortened from a scheduled 25 laps 
due to the threat of rain. 

“We're using the chain drive unit 
because the fat rain tires won't fit 
using the belt drive one,” said Kawa- 
saki's Steve Johnson. ; 

By lap three Lawson was already 11 
seconds ahead and cruising. Bruce 
Maus, last year's winner, was already 
out after challenging Lawson in the 
opening two laps. Jeff Umrysz and 
Nobuhiro Nakamura were really going 
at it as were Collins and Barron with 
another fight between Jimmy Filice 
and Boonie Knott a bit farther back. 


Nakamura glued himself to the rear 
tire of Umrysz on the sixth lap and as 
the two entered turn 10, Nakamura 
made a superb move using traffic to 
block Umrysz as he went around and 
into second. Nakamura then undid his 
heroics by trying to pass a slower rider 
inside in a turn and the rider forced 
him off the track. “It was a bad move 
on my part, a dumb mistake,” Naka- 
mura would say later. 

The fight for third and fifth was set 
to go right to the flag until Bougas 
went down and changed things 
around, giving Barron a ticket to 
winner's circle. Collins and Knott 
battled to the flag with Collins getting 
the upper hand. 

“I wish I had known we were 
fighting for third,” said Knott later. “I 


would have done almost anything to 
get in winner's circle. Still, I'm happy 
with the outcome.”

David Emde claimed his second 
straight win in the Battle of the 
Wins series with a runaway vic- 
tory over Malcolme Tunstall 
through the pouring rain on Bryar 
Motorsport Park's twisty course.

Ducati-mounted Tunstall, riding for 
Syd’s Cycle of St. Petersburg, FL, fin- 
ished a very strong second. “I’m very 
pleased with the ride,” said Tunstall 
on his way to getting dry clothes. “I 
admire Emde. Anyone who can go 
that fast in the rain — and on a shaft 
drive to boot — must be a very good 
and daring rider.” 

The battle for third went right to 
the flag with Jimmy Adamo, aboard 
the Reno Leoni/Berliner Ducati, and 
David Roper, riding the Gee Vee Per- 
formance Ducati, taking the fight to 
the final few feet. Adamo came out on 
top. 

‘On the start Emde and Tunstall 
made quick work of pulling away from 
the rest of the field. Adamo held a safe 
third while Roper and Robison Harley- 
Davidson mounted Hal Coleman began 
to fight for fourth. Eventually Roper 
broke away and closed on Adamo, 
who was riding a cautious race on the 
slick track. Heading into the final 
laps, it was a race to the flag for third, 
but Adamo managed to hold off 
Roper and Coleman.

The odds were against Wayne 
Rainey winning the Novice race, 
but he didn’t know that.

To make it even sweeter for 
Rainey, his Kawasaki, lent to him by 
Team Kawasaki and assembled from 
scratch by his close friend Dennis 
Mahan, was the only Green Kawasaki 
in a sea of Yamahas. 

“I really wouldn't be here if it wasn't 
for all the work Dennis did to get the 
bike together. He worked his tail off 
for me, and I hope I've paid him back. 
The first thing I'm going to do is give 
my father a call and tell him this is a 
special Father's Day gift for him,” the 
California rider said. 

Bryan Paguette, who lives relatively 
close to Bryar Motorsport Park and 
basically cut his racing teeth there, 
took second. He hobbled to winner's 
cirrcle after bashing his knee during 
the race. He hung tough a distance be- 
hind Rainey, waiting for a mistake 
that never came. 

Third place went to Carl Muffley 
who occupied that position for a good 
portion of the race. He complained of 
a stiff back. “My monoshock quit 
about six laps into the race,” said 
Muffley. “I can tell you it’s no fun 
riding like that.” 

Rainey, having won his heat race in 
Saturday's rain, held the pole for the 
start. On the green flag he shot away 
with Paquette in close company. The 
pair stayed together and on lap four 
Paquette went ahead. Rainey quickly 


took the lead back and that was that 
for the rest of the race as Rainey finished 
with a 10-second lead.

Malherbe still leads 


after Italy

CINGOLI, ITALY, MAY 31 


Andre Malherbe, who semi-dislocated his 
shoulder only three days before the Italian 


round, rode two devastating motos to hold his 
lead in the 500cc World MX Championship. 


An estimated 25,000 fans watched 
the present title holder take a 3-1 
moto tally and take overall vic- 
tory from Honda teammate Gra- 
ham Noyce. 

The Italians went crazy as local hero 
Franco Picco headed the pack into the 
first bend, followed by Hakan Carlgvist, 
Jean-Jacques Bruno and Noyce, who 
were side by side as they entered the 
second bend, Carla gained the advan- 
tage from Bruno and then from Noyce, 
who took up fourth. 

Picco could only hold off Yamaha's 
Carlqvist for one lap, then the tall 
Swede started to pull out an impressive 
lead and looked all set for maximum 


points. Malherbe started badly and 
after the first lap was down in 10th 
place behind Jaak Van Velthoven. 
Marty Tripes and Brad Lackey also 
had bad starts, though Tripes, looking 
for a new ride after Carlsbad, had to 
prove himself and quickly moved his 
Husky from 15th to 10th. Lackey, still 
having problems with his broken foot, 
was well down in 20th. By the finish 
flag he had climbed up to 11th, just 
missing out on points. 

Bruno was having difficulties passing 
Picco, but on the fifth lap the works 
Suzuki rider outpowered the Italian's 
production Yamaha down through the 
start/finish straight. It took Noyce six 
more laps before he finally took Picco. 








Then the rear wheel on Picco’s Yamaha 
broke, losing nearly all the spokes. He 
had no choice but to retire. 


Malherbe had been moving through 
the field, and after 35 minutes he had 
worked his way up to fourth. Tripes 
had jumped up one more place to 
ninth and by the finish he collected his 
first points of the season, still on a 
stock 430 Husky. 

With just four laps to the finish 
Carlqvist got a flat rear tire, causing 
him to slow. Even with a 30 second gap 
between himself and Bruno, the Swede 
could only try and hang on. However, 
the Frenchman soon moved in and 
took over first spot, then Noyce and 
Malherbe also passed the unhappy 
Yamaha star, and finally on the last 
lap teammate Andre Vromans easily 
slotted into fourth, leaving Carla to 
come home an undeserved fifth. 


The second moto started at 6:15 p.m. 
due to the heat and again the Italians 
roared with excitement as Picco led 
the field into the first bend. Noyce was 
second with Bruno, Malherbe, Carlq- 
vist, Gerard Rond and Lackey holding 
third, fourth, fifth, sixth and seventh 
respectively. 

Noyce was trying hard to pass Picco, 
but on the fourth lap Picco made a 
mistake and Noyce was too close to 
avoid hitting the Italian and stalled his 
Honda. Malherbe took full advantage 
and passed Noyce and Picco, who was 
still trying to hang on to his Yamaha. 
Noyce quickly restarted but had lost 
one place, though it only took two 
more laps till he demoted Picco to 
third. 

Bruno's luck ran out. His rear wheel 
was badly buckled and he saw no 
points this race. 

Tripes started in ninth and moved 
up to eighth but it was to be hard work 


for nothing as his wheel also broke up, 
but his display of forceful riding could 
well have earned him a new ride be- 
cause his contract runs out with Husky 
after Carlsbad and it looks as if another 
European factory could well contract 
Tripes for the remainder of the GP 
season. 


Carlqvist and Vromans were both to 
be sidelined before the finish flag. 
Carla held fourth spot but a crash 
dropped him one place behind Rond. 
Carla regained the position, then took 
third from Picco but one lap later his 
back wheel broke up. 

Vromans started in 32nd place after 
a tumble on the first lap, fought his 
way to 16th, then the gearbox failed, 
so both Yamahas were pushed back to 
the pits. 

Dutchman Gerard Rond (KTM) 
passed Picco to hold third behind 
Noyce. Malherbe had pulled away 
from the rest of the field and went on 
to take the finish and collect another 
victory.. Noyce held second and 
finished second overall. Rond came 
home third and third overall. Picco 
crossed the line fourth. Lackey had 
caught up to him during the finishing 
stages of the race, but the final push to 
pass was not there, so Lackey claimed 
six points. o

S best U.S. ride belonged to 1980 
World Champion Bernie, Schreiber. 
He finished eighth with a 71 mark loss 
on his Italjet. Montesa sponsored Curt 
Comer finished 13th and took the top 
spot in the AMA/NATC National run 
in conjunction with the world round. 

A strong spectator contingent 
converged on Clute Park in Watkins 
Glen to observe the masters of two- 
wheeled ballet perform their sophisti- 
cated moves.

The 14 sections on the course were 
ridden three times and offered a 
breathtaking array of challenges for 
the riders.

Englishman 
Martin Lampkin, the 1975 World 
Champion, crashed hard on section 
three in the third loop breaking two 
ribs, injuring his back and knocking 
out some teeth. Lampkin was climbing 
a steep ledge just after a muddy 
section when he apparently bobbled 
and the bike began to go over back- 
wards. Lampkin became entangled 
with the bike and tumbled off the 
ledge. After a short stay in the hospital 


he left for home. , 
Burgat, 19-year-old and on his first 


visit to the U.S., was thrilled with his 
win. “There was a great selection of 
sections,” he said through an inter- 
preter. “The sections were long with 
no time to relax in the middle. In 
Europe the sections feature two or 
three challenges in them, but here 
most were challenging all the way.” 
Rain the night before and 
occasional showers during the event 
made the course tougher according to 
Coutard. “I think it was a tricky event 
for the International riders and very 
difficult for your National riders,” said 
Coutard afterwards. “I ‘was very sur- 
prised with all the big waterfalls.”

Expert John Hateley (Tri). The man 
who would tie and then break Markel’s 
record in 1980, Yamaha’s Kenny 
Roberts, finished second in the day's 
Junior race behind Gary Scott (Tri). 


The Inter-AMA Motocross Series open- 

. ed at Indian Dunes Cycle Park in Val- 
encia, CA, and an American rider al- 
most pulled off an upset win. With two 
of three motos completed, Bultaco- 
mounted Tom Rapp led Czechoslova- 
kian CZ rider Vlastimil Valek. How- 
ever, in the third moto, Rapp’s chain 
was derailed by a broken brake rod 
and it dropped him to fourth overall. 
Valek took the win, followed by Ameri- 
can resident Gunnar Lindstrom (Hus) 
and England’s Dave Bickers (CZ). In 
supporting National class action, Lars 
Larsson (Hus) was the winner over 
Doug Grant (AJS) and Bryar Holcomb 
(Mai). 


In the days when horsepower and age 
were the basis for determining classes 
in minibike racing, Dave Miller 
topped Mike Byers in the 15 years 
and over, over seven horsepower class. 
In the same horsepower bracket for 
riders 9-11, Jeff Ward placed first 
ahead of Kelly Moran. 


In drag racing action at Beech Bend, 
NY, Boris Murray and his twin-engine 
Triumph drag bike set both ET and 
top speed records in the Top Fuel. 
One run netted him an ET of 8.87 
seconds at 174.08 mph. In a later run, 
Murray upped the speed mark ‘to 
174.75. However, in the final elimina- 
tion, Murray's chain broke, giving the 
event win to Larry Welch. Ron 
Teson, now more well known for his 
tuning, was the top rider in the day's 
Junior Eliminator class. 


“Alive and well and living in Czecho- 
slovakia,” was how Brad Lackey signed 
off a letter from Europe, where he was 
riding for CZ. In the Czechoslovakian 
500cc MXGP, Brad finished 15th over- 
all. Roger DeCoster (Suz) won both 
motos and was followed in the overall 
results by Adolf Weil and Bengt Aberg. 


Rich Bledsoe laid out a benefit English 
trials course for the San Diego Trials 
Riders Association, then won the event 
by one point over Mark Eggar. George 
Smith won the Amateur class, and 
Bernie Schreiber was top lightweight. 


Steve Foster blasted the 250cc Expert 
class in an Alviso, CA, scrambles, lead- 
ing Nick Nazzisi and Rick Hocking 
across the finish line. In the race, Scott 
Pearson took his first-ever win by top- 
ping the 100cc Novices.

Holman takes 
Women's 125cc- 
Expert title to 
Texas

CARLSBAD, CA, JUNE 20 

After three often frustrating years of trekking 
back and forth between Texas and southern 
California, Kathy Holman finally achieved what 


whe had been getting closer and closer to win- 
ning — a national championship. 

In winning the Women’s 125cc Carlsbad Raceway with her 2-3 
Expert Motocross Nationals at score, Holman led a Honda sweep of 





the top three places. Four-time wo- 
men’s champion of Belgium, Daniele 
Picard, took an American Honda- 
prepped CR125R to the runner-up slot 
with her 3-5 placings while former 
multi-time surfing champion Joyce 
Hoffman Lancor carded a 5-6 for third. 

Defending champ Dede Cates suf- 
fered a spill in the first moto that left 
her unable to continue. The Suzuki 
speedster came back to win the second 
moto going away, though. Gates 
ended up 12th overall. 

Run as a prelude to the Bel-Ray U.S. 
Grand Prix the next day and filmed by 
ABC's Wide World of Sports, the race 
was for 125cc Experts only. Champion- 
ships in 250cc Expert and all other 
classes will be decided on August 30 at 
Carlsbad. 

Cates took the lead shortly after the 
start of the first moto and immediately 
started to build a lead. On the second 
tour around the rough GP course, 
though, misfortune struck. “I just lost 
my concentration, hit this bank and 
went over the bars,” she said later. 
Due to a tweaked'knee and back, she 
retired from the moto. 

Suzuki-mounted Kim Douglass took 
the reins at that point and stayed out 
front for the rest of the race. Despite 
her hands and forearms cramping 
from having to fan the clutch on her 
stock bike, Holman turned in a second- 
place ride followed by Picard who 
moved up from about a sixth-place 
start. Nancy Lewis took her Suzuki to 
fourth with Hoffman Lancor fifth at 
the checkered. 

After a 15-minute break to allow the 
ABC helicopter to refuel, they lined 
up again for a slightly shorter 15- 
minute-plus-one-lap moto. Suzuki- 
mounted Cindy Dumo led the pack 
around the first turn clearly in front 
with Dorene Jean Payne on a Yamaha 
tucked in behind. 

Disregarding the pain from her 
first-moto tumble, Cates moved up 
guickly, zipping by Dumo as they 
bounced down the short straight follow- 
ing Rattlesnake Gulch. Later on the 
opening lap, Dumo got nudged into a 
fence which caught her bars, tearing 
the clutch lever and left grip off. She 
finished 14th in the moto.

At first glance the Hydraulic Engineering/Roger South project bike doesn't loo 





k much different from stock. It may signal a new era in drive sytems, though.

Take a casual glance at the bike in the large photos. Just a basic Yamaha YZ250H, 
right? Now, take a closer look. See those stde cases? See those hoses to the rear 


wheel? See any chain or sprocket or brake? 


Externally, it is quite evident that there ts no chain, shaft or even belt to propel 
the motorcycle. This, ladies and gentlemen, is a hydrastatic drive bike, an idea that 
Roger South has been working on for six years. 

A motocrosser in the state of Washington, Roger raced for about eight years, 
graduating through the ranks to AMA amateur Expert and rode as a CMC Pro for 
two years before other things began to take priority a couple of years ago. 

During hts racing stint, Roger also became involved tn hydraulics and has been 
employed tn the Seattle area in this field for about six years. “I've done primarily 
hydraulic design and fabrication work, manufacturing custom one-of-a-kind power 


units and hydraulic machinery.” 


He recognized the problems in getting around a motocross course on a bike with 
a narrow powerband and belteved he could blend his two interests to come up with 
a solution. After much theory, conceptualizing and work on his own, though, he 
ran short of funds and put the project on hold. 

About a year ago, Hydrualic Engineering in Kent, WA employed Roger as one of 
their engineers. According to him, the company “specializes in custom system de- 
sign engineering and fabrication of one-of-a-kind hydraulic equipment. We do 
total design work — mechanical, electrical and hydraulic — prototype work, that 


sort of thing.” 


The company’s thrust got Roger to thinking more about his idea of a hydrastatic 
drive motorcycle, and with his employer's permission, he began to finish what he 
had started. He took a new Yamaha YZ250H tn the middle of January and in about 
two months, produced the working model pictured here. The concept ts intriguing 
so we asked him to explain things in a bit more detail. 


How did the concept of a hydrastatic 
drive motorcycle come about? 

Well, it was something that I've played 
with for the last six years. Actually, it's 
what got me interested in hydraulics in 
the first place. I could see the advan- 
tages of a fluid power transmission. 

A DT-1 MX was the bike I had to 
race with at the time, you know, lots of 
ponies in a very narrow poren 
and zero suspension. Not the greatest 
way to get around a motocross track. 
The problem is to match a narrow 
powerband with five or six gears; this 
requires an expert rider with lighten- 
ing reflexes. 

The ideal solution would be an in- 
finitely variable transmission that could 
automatically modulate and compen- 
sate for the varied power demands re- 
quired to negotiate a motocross course. 
I knew if engineered correctly, a hydra- 
static fluid drive system could do all of 
these things and possible more. 

Has anyone else done anything like 
this before? 

To my knowledge only one of the 
Japanese factories did any work along 
the same lines about four years. ago. As 
far as I know they haven't carried de- 
velopment any further. 

Now, in layman’s terms, could you 
explain what your design is and how 
it works? 

Well, primarily the biggest difference 


consists of replacing the clutch, all six , 


gear clusters, countershaft sprocket, 
rear chain, rear sprocket and associated 
chain tensioning devices with a 
variable displacement closed loop 
piston pump driven by the engine and 
a hydraulic wheel motor hub assembly. 
Also, a control package is included as 
part of the piston pump. 

The system works by sensing engine 
rpm internally; rising engine speed 
will send a control signal to move the 
pump’s cam plate on stroke. Hydraulic 
pressure to the rear wheel or load 
signal is also fed into the control pack- 
age. When enough horsepower is avail- 
able to accelerate, the pump goes on 
stroke causing forward movement. If 
the cycle should encounter a sudden 
load, say a hill or deep sandy corner, 
the pump automatically compensates 
for the change, allowing the engine to 
stay ahead of the horsepower demand, 
What is the difference between hydra- 
static and hydraulic drives? 

A hydraulic drive is simply a means of 
transmitting power through fluid com- 
ponents, a pump and motor of any 
type. There is no means of changing 
ratios, displacement versus speed, that 
sort of thing. A hydrastatic transmission, 
on the other hand, offers variable 
volume in both pumps and in some 
systems, a variable displacement 
motor, as well as a true transmission. 





That is basically how it all works? 
What we accomplish with this system 
is to take raw horsepower occurring at 
any rpm and by tuning the hydraulics, 
program a smooth, constant accelera- 
tion curve. By using these adjustments, 
this system can compensate for rider 
weight, track conditions and optimize 
available horsepower tractability. 


Have you run into any problems so 
far on your bike? 

We've had some failures, no doubt 
about that. All minor stuff, like toler- 
ances and types of materials, things 
like that. 

Basically, then, you have your vari- 
able displacement piston inside 
where the normal transmission would 
be, and it pumps oil out through a 
hose which then goes to the rear hub 
that you’ve custom manufactured. Is 
there an additional motor inside that 
hub? 

Yeah, that motor is an integral part of 
the hub; it’s a hydraulic wheel motor. 
That’s why our motor is so compact. 
How does that work? A spinning 
vane or something? f 


No, it is a piston-type motor, and that 
is about all I can tell you without 
giving away too many secrets. 

What sort of efficiency does this have? 
Approximately 89% from the engine 
to the rear wheel because we eliminate 
so many conventional drive train 
parts, like the clutch, gears, chain, 
sprockets, etc. We simplify the possi- 
bilities of efficiency loss. 

Do you think there would be any 
problems using this idea on a 125 or 
adapting it to an Open bike, on the 
other hand? 

Actually, this system would be ideal 
for a 125 because of their even narrow- 
er powerbands, plus all the split-second 
shifting required. On an Open class 
bike, tractability and elimination of 
the chain would be the obvious advan- 
tages. 

Have you ridden the bike? What is it 
like to ride? 

It is very smooth and progressive. It is 
a little bit strange because acceleration 
isn't totally linked with engine rpm. 
The engine starts to come on the pipe 
and the bike accelerates in one constant 
drone, no plateau or flat spots. 

Would it be kind of like the old 
Rokon? 

The Rokon was a torque converter 
automatic transmission type; the 
engine would come up on the power- 
band and shift up in rpm again and 
shift and so on. Our bike produces a 
constant torque at a relatively steady 


rpm. 

I noticed from the photos that there 
is no rear brake fitted. 

We employ what is known as the

dynamic braking system. When de- 
celeration is called for, by simply 
turning the throttle off, the available 
pressure to hold the pump on stroke 
decreases. As this happens, the oil 
coming from the rear wheel is throttled. 

During braking, forward momentum 
causes the rear (hub) motor to actually 
pump oil back into the variable 
pump. As the pump approached 
neutral or centered position, the oil 
tries to motor the variable pump 
against the engine. At this point, the 
engine is nothing more than an air 
pump being throttled by the carburetor 
slide. 

A big advantage of this type system 
is there is no mechanical lock-up of the 
rear suspension during braking, in 
addition to the dynamic effects. What 
was normally the clutch lever is now 
connected to the stroking mechanism. 
By applying this lever the pump can be 
brought to center manually for pin- 
point braking. 

Like an emergency brake? 

More like a manual override to the 
automatic braking system which, by 
the way, can also be programmed to 
tune the deceleration curve to adjust 
for rider skill and traction conditions. 
How does that compare to a normal 
rear brake? 

As I already mentioned, there is no 
mechanical triangular effect to cause 
suspension lock-up going into corners, 
allowing you to float over everybody 
else’s stutter bumps. Also, without any 
friction bind, the rear tire remains in 
contact with the ground better. 

That makes the throttle a critical 
part of the bike then? 

There are no foot controls, only the 
front brake, clutch-type lever and 
throttle. Engine speed dictates accel- 
eration and the lack of engine speed 
controls deceleration so the throttle 
does play an important part of our 
control package. 

What about some of that other 
plumbing I see in the photos? Coming 
out of the bottom of the front down 
tube, there is a 90-degree elbow and 
steel braided line. 

That line carries the oil extracted from 
the loop for cooling purposes. The oil 





goes up the down tube, then into the 
two aluminum finned coolers. After 
the coolers, the hydraulic fluid re- 
enters the frame. 

Approximately how much oil does 
this system hold? 

About two and a half gallons. 

I know a lot of people would want to 
have a lot of ground clearance, and 
that’s what I was asking about that 
bottom line. 

That tube is strictly a function of 
packaging. We just happened to put it 
there; it can easily go somewhere else. 
It’s never been a problem to us. 

Are there any plans to make this like 
a production item? i 
Our business is not building motor- 
cycles; this project was undertaken to 
promote hydraulic eguipment and our 
company. We plan to campaign it in 
competition to a limited degree. 

Do you think that this would have an 
easy application to one of the major 
manufacturers if they wanted to? 
Oh, I know with their full technology 
and manufacturing capability, it 
would be very easy to bring this from 
the stage we have it now, because we 
have advanced it to a pre-production 
prototype stage. It would be very easy 
for a large manufacturing company to 
simply bring it into production. 

How much longer do you think until 
the package is complete and ready to 
race? 

I would say in a month to six weeks we 
would have something. It could be ac- 
celerated, it mainly depends on other 
people's attitudes. Like I said, we are a 
small company. What we are looking 
for now are sponsors to help us defray 
some of the cost. The hydraulic sector, 
hose manufacturers, maybe oil com- 
panies, hydraulic equipment manufac- 
turers, and possibly motorcycle corpora- 
tions might want to develop this for 
their own products. 

Any particular reason why you chose 
the 250 YZ? 

Because it was a good competitive 
motorcycle that had good handling 
characteristics and had exactly the 
problem that we knew we had a cure 
for — a fairly narrow peak power- 
band. o

Although rain delayed the start of 
the meet by six hours, the weather final- 
ly broke and the program was run off 


with little trouble. Most of the field 
qualified late Saturday, but for those 
who didn’t, there were two additional 
sessions early Sunday. 

When the sun did shine it was bright 
for Top Fuel champ Bo O'Brochta. 
The Terminal Van Lines/Murdock 
Racing team was geared up for the 
quickest eighth-mile performance ever. 
Making one pass on Saturday afternoon 
Bo qualified first with one of four record 
breaking passes and four-tenths of a 
second in front of the number two 
qualifier.

Through the trees with the 
greatest of ease

Getting into woods racing is a bunch more 
complicated than it used to be. Only a few 
seasons ago a dated MXer or street enduro 
with knobbies would do the trick, but all of a 


sudden things got competitive. 
European bikes that had been 
state of the art continued to 
improve, while ITs, XRs, PEs 
and then KDXs began to smooth out 
the going for those who enjoyed going 
fast in the confines of the woods. 

The competitive edge a manufac- 
turer provided became more and more 
and more reliant on motorcross 
technology. Useable powerbands were 
developed, while suspension theory for 
MXers was revised to suit woods bikes. 
The gap became so narrow between 
the two that top level riders were 
finding their way to the winner's circle 
on non-modified or slightly modified 
motocrossers. 

Maico has fused the best of both 
styles of bikes together to create a 
machine that can make the mid or 
upper level off-road rider competitive, 
and with less effort than it would take 
on some other brands. Plush MX 
Suspension with correct woods 
damping and a two-stage powerband 
make the 250cc Mega E feel stable and 
smooth, to such a point it doesn't feel 
fast. But when next to a rider of 
comparable talent, most of our testers 
found themselves pulling ahead when 
on their regular bike they'd be riding 
in a draw. 

1975 was the first year Maico 
imported their enduro bikes, but until 
"79 those bikes which made it to the 
States were always the previous year's 
MXer with modifications. Through 
"80 and into '81 the Mega E's have all 
of the new and updated items the 
MXers have incorporated. 

The new '81's are just now gracing 
dealer floors, and are meeting with 
quick success. Jack Johnson took a 490 


Mega E from the first shipment that 
came across the water and rode it to 
the Shamrocks Two-Day Qualifier 
overall in California on April 25-26. 
Our own test bike was returned to 
Barry Higgins of H&H Maico in 
Georgia, and before Barry returned 
the bike to Maico he took it to the 
Perry Mountain Two-Day in Alabama 
on May 23-24 and copped the A class 
overall. 

The Mega E uses the magneto, 
kickstarter and gearbox of last year's 
model, but from there moves on to all 
new '81 components. Maico's newest 
motocrosser provides the foundation. 
From there a different clutch is added, 
a chain guard is provided for longer 
chain and sprocket life and a 
centerstand is included for easier 
chain adjustment and tire changes. 
The MXer's 56 tooth aluminum rear 
sprocket is replaced with a 52 tooth 
steel sprocket. 

The pipe is the same as the MXer's, 
only a large spark arrestor is bolted on. 
Motoplat ignition is replaced by Bosch 
CDI, which accepts a head and tail 
light. A speedometer lets you keep 
track of your speed and progress. A 
Bing carburetor comes on both MXer 
and Mega E models. 

Maicos come with Metzeler tires 
front (3.00 x 21) and rear (4.50 x 18) 
to get power to the ground. Magura 
levers and throttle are some of the best 
offered. Gold anodized rims look nice 
and top off a woods ready package. 
Dialing it in 

The 250 Mega E can handle an 
enduro or hare scrambles stock, but 
when the slightest edge is of the 
essence for the serious competitor 
these modifications can be made: 1. 
Teeth are welded onto the brake pedal 








for added grip and feel when braking. 
A grease fitting is installed on the 
pedal for quick lubrication. 2. The 
stock brake rod is removed and a cable 
is used, as the rod may be bent by 
rocks or stumps. Excess rear brake 
parts are removed and a spring, 
mounted from the swingarm to the top 
of the brake arm, retains tension. The 
bottom of the brake arm is slotted for 
easy removal of the cable. 3. Bars are 
shortened by an inch, shorty levers 
with two piece lever holders are added, 
and grips are replaced. 4. A grease 
fitting is put on the kickstarter joint to 
keep it easily moveable. 5. The rubber 
between the carburetor and intake is 
replaced with high pressure hose. 
(Stock rubber will crack and break, 
causing possible intake of dirt and 
related problems.) 6. Stock 2-ply tires 
are replaced by 4-ply tires. Rocks will 
raise havoc with the 2-plys and flatten 
them. Twelve p.s.i. of pressure in the 
4-plys work well ‘in Two-Day 
competition. Rim locks are removed 
and pins are used as with Sun rims. 
Rim locks offer more of a chance for 
tube puncture when rocks are hit. 7. 


„Put 535cc of oil with 12 p.s.i. of 


pressure in the fork assembly. If you 
measure 16 centimeters from the top 
of the fork to the oil level you're spot 
on. 

Getting it ready 

We pulled the bike down to the 
frame and found it a fairly easy job. 
The engine came out in 30 minutes, 
but we later realized that the rear 
motor mount could be removed with 
less difficulty if the load was removed 
from the rear end. Removing the 
shocks and/or rear wheel does the 
trick. 

The engine, complete with oil, 
weighed in at 65 pounds. The spark 
arrestor weighed 94 pounds, heavy 
compared to other models, but also 
exceptionally quiet. 

After inspecting the parts we were 
surprised to find one shock was 
different from the other. One spring 
keeper was thicker than the other--a 
15 millimeter difference made for 
some strange handling traits. 





Getting the air filter serviced was a 
bother. The seat must be removed 
requiring two 13 millimeter wrenches. 
Two metal straps hold the filter in 
place and force must be used to 
disconnect them. The air box has a 
drain hole in the bottom, but has no 
provisions for stopping water or mud 
from getting in. 

Both front brake and clutch cables 
have adjusters by the levers, but no 
adjusters are included either in or at 
the bottom of the cable. At least half 
of the adjustment was used up when 
the bike was new. 

The clutch lever was a real bear to 
pull in, even after lubing the cable 
twice. Internal work on the clutch can 
make it work with less effort according 
to Higgins, but he called it a “trade 
secret.” 

We upped air pressure from 12 to 13 
P-s.i. in the forks and found them fine, 
but we had more problems with the 
back end. We tried different preloads, 
but if set soft for small bumps they'd 
bottom on bigger jumps and if we set 


. them stiff the back end would want to 


kick up. 

Our test bike had us spending most 
of the time riding up on the tank, 
which was OK in the woods, but on the 
fast stuff it was better to get back over 
the rear wheel for better traction and 
handling. 

Although the wide ratio gearbox's 
five speeds felt far apart, it didn't take 
long to get used to. Revving it up was 
usually the answer. The bike has a 
strong low end, but still comes on MX 
strong through high rpm's. 

Adjusting the chain reguired some 
guesswork as to getting the rear axle 
even on both sides. Snail cam adjusters 
would work better. 

Other rider input 

In many motorcycle publications, 
including our own, a test is usually 
conducted by a few staffers. This time 
we went out to the races and onto the 
trails, finding riders where we could 
and putting them on the Maico. Here's 
the level each rider competes at, in 
what form of racing, his usual bike, 
and what each had to say. 

“A” rider/Hare Scrambles, Two- 
Day/Maico 250 Mega 2 

“The gears in the transmission are 
way too far apart for me. I never 
found a place I could stretch it out in 
every gear. The suspension feels 
spongy. I figured, with it being new, it 
would be stiffer. That SOB will 
probably run 90 mph down the 
highway, but I think the silencer is 
holding it back some even then. Other 
than that it’s a trick machine. It just 
needs a little adjusting to suit my 
style.” 

“B” rider/Enduro/KTM 250 

“If only my KTM suspension was 
like that! It’s just like riding a big 125.” 
“A” rider/Enduro/Can-Am 250 
Qualifier 

“Steering is nimble and light, which 
could be attributed to the 2-ply 
Metzelers. The engine seems to have 
gobs of power, but revs up too quickly. 
I think the bike would be best in Two- 
Day or fast hare scrambles events. In a 
slick, wet enduro the Maico would 
wear you out long before the Can-Am. 
If the Maico had a Can-Am engine, 
you couldn't beat it.” That was this 
rider's first impression. After a few 
miles on the Maico, he felt he could 
ride it faster than his Can-Am, which 
he has been competing on for almost a 

ear. 
“B” rider/Enduro/Suzuki PE 250 

“My arms got tired at first, it was 
hard to get the front end up. The 
suspension was no comparison to my 
PE. You can do so much more with the 
Maico. Over rocks and through gullies 
it was great. The brakes were good. 
The front brake was softer than my PE 
and the rear was super. It’s got tractor 
power, but a lot of snap on low end. 
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When you want the revs, they're there. over a rock a foot high and didn't even 
There's no clutch drag, and shifting feel it! It really comes on guickly, but 
without a clutch was no problem.” you could lug it or buzz it out. It still 
“B” rider/Enduro/Kawasaki retained a smooth mid-range. I barely 
KDX 400 touched the clutch and it disengaged. 
Shifting was smooth with or without 
the clutch. The brakes are good 
quality. It’s a simple machine, not 
cluttered with nuts, bolts and hoses.” 
There's what some of the guys you 
might be racing against thought about 
the Maico. Sift through the info and 
make a decision. No, the Maico isn’t 
for everybody. It'll give you back only 
what you put into it. Take a Maico 250 
Mega E, stir in a regular maintenance 


“I could fly across the rough stuff 
really smooth and couldn't feel any 
flex anywhere. It has a good top end 
and no low end, but I'm used to a 400. 
The rear brake was good and the 
clutch worked easily. I could whip out 
of the turns quick, the front 
suspension was good. I've never ridden 
a Maico. before, but it felt good really 
quick. The gears are real smooth, and

: Honda joins the 
big, sportin’ fours | 


The Honda CB900F combines muscle with manners. It's a great bike for playing Freddie Spencer all the way to the interstate freeway.

Big bore sports/touring enthusiasts here in the 

U.S. were left gnashing their teeth in 1980 when 

Honda introduced a 900cc sports machine in 

Europe, but the U.S. version was another in a 
34 long line of “customs.” 


Honda corrects that with the 
introduction of the 1981 CB900F, 
a sportin’ machine well suited for 
a little is-this-how-Freddie-does- 
it go-fasting, and civilized enough for 
a run to the horizon. 

Honda admits this bike will be com- 
peting in a world of 1100s and 1000s. 
But they defend their strategy with a 
lower initial purchase price and the 
general insurance break for motorcycles 


under 1000cc. 

The powerplant residing in the frame 
is a 902cc DOHC four-valves-per-cylin- 
der four. Four 32mm CV Keihins feed 
fuel into the Honda Pentroof™ com- 
bustion chambers. An accelerator 
pump aids response. 

The CB900F is equipped with an oil 
cooler. A lip, or spoiler, on the front 
fender directs air right at it. 

The choke control is mounted on 
the handlebars, just to the left side of 











the instruments. With a cold motor, 
pull the choke up all the way, push the 
button and the CeeBee fires right up. 
After a few seconds, push the choke 
back to the halfway point. After a 
little bit of time to get everything cir- 
culating, go riding. 

The clutch has a fairly light feel to 
it. With the strong torque the motor 
puts out, one only needs a couple of 
rpms or so to keep from stalling. 
Riding it around town, most riders will 
short shift between 3000 and 4000 
rpm, and the bike runs cleanly down 
around the 2000 rpm region. 

Though it’s not an 1100, crank on 
the throttle and you go. Crank it on 
from low rpms in second gear and 
you'll be past the double nickel before 
you know it. It doesn’t have the after- 
burner-like kick midway through the 
powerband that a GS1100 has, the 
900F pulls strongly all the way through 
the powerband, with the adrenalin fac- 
tor strongest between 6000 and 8000 
on the tach needle. 

This motorcycle will cruise easily at 
75-80, all day long. And you can ride 
it all day long. Rubber is utilized at 
the engine mountings to isolate vibra- 
tion and keep it away from the frame. 
It’s the first bike we can remember 
where the mirrors vibrated at idle, yet 
you could read license plate numbers 
off them at 80+. 

While the engine is a definite plus, 
not so the transmission. Shifting, es- 
pecially in the lower three gears, is 
often stiff and difficult, usually with a 
clunk between gears. Hitting neutral 
was common when we first got the 
bike, and the shift from second to 
third under hard acceleration was also 
very difficult. It seemed to loosen up 
around the 4000 mile mark, but it was 
possible that the tester’s left toe regressed 
to its old CZ days. 


The five-speed transmission is a close 
ratio unit, possibly closer than optimum, 
considering the wide powerband. 

Final drive is by sealed chain. We 
had no troubles with it during our test. 

Since much of the potential appeal 
of the bike comes from the fact that it 
looks like what Freddie and Mike 
Spencer ride in the AMA Superbike 
series, we humbly assume the machine 
will wind up in the hands of more than 
a few riders who will want to go places 
rather rapidly, preferably on an un- 
straight road. 

In our experience, the 900 handled 
very nicely, especially considering its 
weight, With a full tank of gas, weight 
is up around the 570 pound mark, 
comparable to others in the 1000cc 
class, but more than the agile middle- 
weight canyon cats. ‘Nothing shook, 
wobbled or did anything frightening 
during our test. Thanks to good feel 
and steering at the front end, the bike 
showed a willingness to change lines at 
the rider's discretion. 

The front end performed as well as 
anything we've ever ridden. The fork 
tubes are 39mm, as opposed to 37mm 
on the CB750F. They're air-assisted, 
with a single air inlet and an equalizer 
simplifying air pressure changes. Stock 
air pressure suited us just fine, and the 
forks showed good damping and quick 
reaction. 

The rear shocks — looking strangley 
like the “Thermal-Flow” shocks featured 
on Yamaha motocrossers of yester- 
year — are 30 position adjustable 
VHD™ shocks with external reservoirs. 
There's two compression settings, five 
spring preload settings, and a 
multitude of rebound settings. On the 
freeway, the ride was the most comfort- 
‘able with compression and rebound 
setting on soft and preload in the 
middle. You'll probably want to stiffen 
that up some before attacking a chal- 
lenging road. 

One of the truly outstanding features 
of the CB900F is the brakes. Instead of 
using one caliper piston, Honda opted

to use two smaller ones and place them 
side by side. This takes the centerline 
of the braking contact area and moves 
it farther to the outside of the disc 
rotor, where it has more leverage. All 
three discs (two front, one rear) have 
these twin calipers. 


What they mean. is smooth, 
powerful braking that brings forward 
motion to a quick halt with no loss of 
control and minimum lever pressure. 
Feedback through the controls is good, 
and we never had problems with wheel 
lock-up. 

Tires on our machine were V-rated 
tubeless Bridgestones, a 3.50 x 19 
front and a 4.25 x 18 rear. They worked 
well during our test with good hold 
and compatibility with freeway rain 
grooves. 


Honda has provided for rider com- 
fort with a new, softer seat. It's ex- 
ceedingly comfortable, and: you can 
ride for long periods of time without 
posterior distress, Bars were also com- 


fortable; fairly low for good sports posi- 


tion riding, but wider than those used 
on European market 900s. The grips 
are black rubber. Ditto your hands if 
you ride without gloves. 


Maybe we're spoiled, but we still 
prefer a one-piece locking gas cap to 
Honda's two-piece unit. 

Speaking of the need to put gas in, 
we averaged about 40 mpg in most 
types of riding; less in pure city use. 
Gas capacity is 5.3 gallons, including 
reserve. Honda says anything 86 octane 
or above is OK. 

Our 900 attracted a lot of attention 
wherever we went. “That sure looks 
fast. Bet it is, right?” would be a typical 
comment. Our model was the black 
version. They also come in silver. The 
engine is a racy black, as are the alum- 
inum ComStar wheels. 


There you have it. A strong 
running, good handling motorcycle. 
Good A play, daily transportation, 
and civilized enough for long distance 
work. A bike for all seasons. 

We liked it. e

National number 331 is a...girl! Kathy Holman, from Houston, TX, rides hard, and gets supprt from her father (inset).

A number board rises in the air signaling 15 seconds before the gate drops for the 
250cc Intermediates. The engines shriek, clutches feel the abuse of horsepower 
transfer, and 30 bikes leap away from the gate. 

Out in front ts a Honda with a rider aboard who couldn't weigh too much 
soaking wet. : 

Long hair flying behind, Kathy Holman smokes another class of boys to the first 
turn. Kathy ts, no doubt, the fastest female motocrosser in Texas, and many people 
— including Kathy — feel she may be the fastest female motocrosser tn the country. 

She was well acquainted with competition when she began racing; she had 
already been a world class trampoline artist and a hotshot soccer and baseball 
player. 

Her rise through the ranks was stellar as she went from Novice to Pro in two years! 
She started on a YZ80 at 13 and was racing 250cc Expert by the time she was 15. At 
17, she received her AMA Pro motocross license — the second one ever issued to a 

emale. : 
f During that time she raced two or three times a week, riding in two or three 
classes each time. She still rides in two classes a day two times a week. That’s an ac- 
complishment for anyone during the summer months in the Lone Star state. 

Injuries kept her down but not out during 1980. She still managed to win the 
GNC girls class in the Houston Astrodome a month and a half after breaking her 
back. 

She's a spunky competitor who doesn't give an inch, especially in turns, on the 
race track. Off track, she ts pleasant, feminine, a little quiet (but assertive when she 
has something to say) and attractive. 

Kathy goes to proms, dances and surfs with her boyfriend. Below, she talks about 
her ractng, goals, injuries and plans for her career. 


Yamaha. I knew Shaun Kelley who 
used to be an Expert in Houston and 
rode some Nationals. He lived right out 
by us, and through him I got inter- 
ested. I couldn’t get dad to go out to 


How did you get into racing? 

I got a little minibike when I was 
eight, but when I was 12 or 13 I finally 
talked my dad into getting me a YZ80 


the races for about a year after we got 
the Yamaha. Then we finally went out 
and watched one time. 

After we went out that one time, 
dad asked me if I wanted to race the 
next weekend. We went out and 
raced. I crashed and got loaded up in 
the ambulance. I got out of the ambu- 
lance and raced the second moto and 
got third place in the Powder Puffs. 
That was okay! I've raced every week- 
end since then. 

I went up through 100s and 125s. I 
guess I didn't get hurt until last year. 
My back was my first injury; I broke 
my back — compression fracture of a 
vertebra. I got hit in the first turn when 
I was on the 250 riding the Expert 
class. 

I got to where I was winning or 
doing well in the Intermediate class 
fairly regularly, so I moved up to 
Expert. I rode Expert for about 10 
months before I got hurt the first time. 
That was in February of 1980. 

I got halfway well and won the 
Women's class wearing a back brace at 
the Astrodome on March 20th. I guit 
riding again after that, because I 
kinda hurt my back again in the 
‘Dome. 

I started racing again, and not long 
after, I broke my collarbone. A guy 


fell in front of me on the double jump 
at Conroe Motocross Park outside of 
Houston. I landed on top of him. I was 
out about two months before I could 
ride again. 

The races rained out, and I 
punched the wall and broke my 
knuckle and was out for four more 
weeks because of that. In all, I was out 
almost a whole year. 

When. I got well, I rode my '80 
model Hondas only one or two weeks, 
so I have been back as long as the '81 
Hondas have been out. 


How often did you win money as an 
Expert? 

I never won any really big money, but 
I'd win some fairly often. When I got 
hurt, I moved back to Intermediate. 

During the Texas Series of '79, there 
were 68 or 70 125cc Experts entered, 
and I finished 22nd, and about 19th in 
the 250s. I was riding in the top third 
or fourth. I wasn't going to beat Shaun 
Kelly or Mel Newman, but I got a lot 
of holeshots. I'm pretty fast out of the 
gate. (No doubt being the lightest 
rider on the line helps.) 

TIl work back up to where I'm 
riding Expert again, but it will prob- 
ably take a while. Right now, I can't 
get my bikes set up. I'm not doing as 
well in 125s as I think I could. 

I don’t want to switch bikes — I like 
riding Hondas. All the bikes are about 
even till you get on a track where 
you're just wide open. I was wide open 
everywhere today. Turning is my main 
strength; I can gain a lot of time on 
people in corners, especially in deep 
berms; I can really lay it over. 

Jumps and rough straights are my 
weaknesses now. That's probably be- 
cause thats where I broke my 
collarbone, It's taken a lot longer than 
I thought it would to come back from 
all those injuries in a row. I takes a lot 
out of me when I don’t ride. 

I never did get to use my Pro license. 
I was going to ride the AMA Regionals. 
I was really getting warmed up for the 
Regionals. I was racing two Expert 
classes every weekend. i 

My collarbone took the longest to 
heal. It hurt worse than my back. 


Do you think that you would ever try 
any other kind of racing? 

I don’t plan on quitting motocross, but 
I'd like to try one of those Olympiad 
things. Motocross is the main thing; 
it’s the most exciting. 

You seem to be a very athletic person. 
I've just always wanted to be doing 
something all the time. I jumped 
trampoline and did gymnastics till I 
got so serious about them that I had to 
give up one. I quit gymnastics. I jump- 
ed for four years and went to the world 
championship three times. 

When I started racing, I pulled out 
of trampoline because I liked racing so 
much. I kept playing soccer till I broke 
my collarbone and had to quit. 

How do people react to the fact that 
you are a motocross racer? 

A lot of the girls don’t like it. Guys, I 
think, like it because I don’t sit around 
and do nothing. Girls think, “What a 
brute.” 

I don't give the guys any breaks, and 
they don't give me any. Around here, 
I'm just one of the guys. I've made 
some real good friends in motocross. 
In the 125cc class, the guys are 
younger, and they don't seem to care 
whether I'm a girl or not, or at least 
they don’t let me know it. 

250cc riders are usually older, and 
I've seen them let someone by fairly 
easily, then notice I'm behind them 
and go berserk. A lot of times they 
crash trying to stay ahead of me. I 
guess they would rather have a guy 
beat them than a girl. 

Are your goals still the same after 
your injuries? 

Right now I just want to win the 
Women's Championship in both class- 





es, and then try to go on and do really 
well with the guys. Before I can do 
anything with the guys, I have to beat 
the girls. That's my goal. 

What are your chances of winning 
both classes this year, and who will 
be your strongest competition? 
There’s a girl — Kimmi Douglas — 
who crashed in practice at the 
Women's National last year and got 
hurt, but she is really fast. She rides 
for R&D Suzuki and lives right by the 
track, so she knows it really well. She 
has beaten Dede Cates a couple of 
times and does well in the male Inter- 
mediate classes. She’s the main com- 
petition. 

I've been in a position to win a 
couple of times, but bike trouble or ill- 
ness put me out at the last minute. Sue 
Fish was the fastest woman there ever 
was, but I don't think she will be able 
to ride. 

Who are your sponsors? 

My biggest is Honda, but JT helps too. 
Honda’s advertising department pays 
the racing department to do things for 
them. They are fixing up my bike and 
getting me a mechanic for the Women’s 
National. Gene Brady, at Pasadena 
(Texas) Honda, gives me a break on 
parts and bikes. jE has given me tires 
and clothes for three years, and I'll be 
doing a photo session for their catalog 
while I’m in California. 

When I first started, Roger and 
O.D. Hunziker gave us Suzukis and 
helped a lot. After that, Clyde Marek 
at Rose-Rich Yamaha helped us with 
Yamahas. I switched to Honda for 
1980. E.C. Birt helped me in '80 also, 
and Tommy Connors at T.C. Racing 
has helped me out all along. 

I wouldn't be able to race without 
these sponsors. 

How has your family affected your 
racing? 

My dad has put me through more than 
anybody. He helped out even when I 
wasn't racing. Dad always took me to 
things and to work out. He did the 
same for my brothers. 

If you could change anything in rac- 
ing, what would it be? 

I would like a whole national circuit 
for women, instead of just one race a 
year. One race a year is kind of a rip- 
off, because your bike could break or 
something, and that’s the only chance 
you get. That’s it! I have to ride on 
their home track, and they pick the 
worst track in California. I wouldn't 
care what track the National was held 
at, as long as it wasn’t at Carlsbad. 

Do you feel you have to give up 
anything to race and try for the top? 
Not really, because I don’t like to do 
the things that girls do. Seems to me 
like most girls don’t do much of any- 
thing. I don’t like to cook or sew 
much. Right now I'm doing what I 
want to do. I'd rather be racing than 
just about anything else. 

Do you think your injuries will 
permanently affect your racing? 

No. I’m nearly as fast now as I was 
before I got hurt. Im not as 
consistent, and things like double 
jumps still make me a bit nervous. I 
guess it takes a while to get over a 
serious fall. 

How would you sum up your racing 
career so far? 

Well, it’s not half over yet; I've got a 
long way to go. I still enjoy racing as 
much as I did when I started so I’m not 
planning on quitting or anything. I 
never miss a Friday or Sunday, unless 
I'm hurt or it rains out. Even if I get 
“over the hill” later, I'll still race for 
fun. 

Where do you want your career to go? 
I hope to the top. 

Kathy Holman knows where she ts 
headed and what she wants. She ts 
confident she will race Expert again. If 
you see leathers in front of you that 
read “Kathy,” you will know how she is 
doing agatnst the boys. o

one on the first lap, Long took the lead 
with Bast, last week’s winner, making 
him work to hold it. 

In the meantime, Faria, riding off 
the 50-yard line was gaining on every 
lap. On lap four, Faria was on Long's 
back tire looking for his chance, 
waiting for just one mistake. In turn 
four of the last lap, Faria went wide 
and turned it on in his famous last- 
minute style, as Long held the pole 
and turned on a last minute drive of 
his own. The checkered flag was out 
for Long as he finished less than an 
inch ahead of Faria. Long was in such 
a state of concentration, he never 
realized Faria was close to him! It was 
the kind of racing the crowd had come 
to see. They forgot the chill in the air 
during that one. 

The Scratch main was a classic as 
northern California's top four drew 


their positions in that order — number 
one Mike Faria on the pole, number 
two Duane Yarrow second, number 
three Eddie Ingels third and number 
four Dennis Robinson on the wall.

A further gripping episode in the battle for 
World Championship 250cc MX supremacy 
between reigning champion Georges Jobe and 
the quiet man from Britain, Neil Hudson took 


place in Czechoslovakia. 


The result, after two blister- 
ing head-on contests round a 
long, testing track, was a nar- 
row victory for the confident 
Belgian, who headed both motos for 


most of the distance with Hudson snap- 
ping at his heels but unable to prise a 
way through. 

An untidy first moto start featured a 
sweeping 180 degree left-hand bend 
mid-way along the main straight. 


With Dave Watson and Erkki 
Sundstrom already stranded with their 
clutches cooked, Jobe headed 
Raymond Boven, Hudson and Kees 
van der Ven into the bend as Italian 
dervish Maurizio Dolce hurtled 
straight on at undiminished speed! 

Fritz Kobele, Soren Mortensen and 
national idol Jaroslav Falta were in 
trouble in the first turn and a red flag 
briefly appeared, totally confusing late 
starters Watson and Sundstrom who 
both momentarily turned back. 

Yamaha’s Hudson ploughed round 
Boven on the second place and closed on 
Suzuki's Jobe. For the rest of the race 
the gap remained, for © the 
Englishman, frustratingly constant 
around a couple of seconds, with Neil 
never quite able to get on terms. 

Van der Ven rode to a lonely third 
ahead of Rolf Dieffenbach, the 
German having produced one of his 
typically spectacular surges through 
the pack from midfield. Husky's Mike 
Guerra also came a long way through 
to claim a courageous sixth ahead of 
fading teammate Boven and Heinz 
Kinigadner, who had been a first lap 
faller.

The race was in question until the 
last moment due to problems with 
some town members worrying about 
the motorcycles running too close to 
their homes, however, race organizer 
Floyd Bradley got things together and 
this year’s run topped the success it was 
last year. 

Said Bradley, “We wanted to race 
right down Main Street but we had to 
pull in our horns when we started to 
encounter problems with the land 
owners.” 

From the densely-brushed start grid 
the course followed familiar trails 
through town and fast sections leading 
to the mountains — then things started 
getting interesting.

The California Racing Club's 
Dunestown. Classic, held at 
Indian Dunes, brought to a 
close one of the richest and 
most prestigious series ever held in 
California with $30,000 in prize 
money and products awarded to over 
3,500 racers. In addition to their con- 
tributions throughout the series. 
Yamaha donated two Tri-Motos for a 
drawing held during the day. 

The gold and the glory long associ- 
ated with Yamaha and Budweiser, 
shared the limelight with some 
supreme examples of good sportsman- 
ship. In the 250cc Intermediate class, 
bad luck befell Richard Ising long 
before he even got to the starting line 
when he was plagued with a bad 
clutch. Fellow racer Randy Morales 
came to his rescue. Morales went 
home, picked up a spare bike and gave 
Ising the parts he needed to repair the 
clutch. When Ising and Morales met 
on the line, Ising’s bike fired up and 
carried him into the lead and right to 
the winner's circle. Don Clark came 
home to second, Scott Boek finished 
third and Morales, who sacrificed his 
back-up bike, took fourth. 

When the 250cc Pros blasted off 
into the desert, Team Honda's Johnny 
O'Mara led from the start and 
dominated his class throughout the 50- 
minute race. Chris Howard challenged 
O'Mara from second and John 
Whelchel (Yam) took third plus top 





Yamaha money for the class. 
Whelchel ended the day with the 
overall 250cc series win, riding as a 
privateer, and the series was his first 
experience on the 250cc bike. 
Whelchel, who has a support ride 
from Yamaha on his 125cc machine, 
ended the series wth a fourth in the 
125cc Pros. 

When the 125cc Pros took on the 
desert, complete with streams to forge 
and heavy brush to clear, Jeff Stanford 
led the way, fighting every inch of the 
way to hold back the likes of AJ. 
Whiting, Donnie Hansen and Roger 
Hensley, a formidable trio that were 
out for the gold. A.J., true to form, 
methodically worked his way up to the 
front and turning his Yamaha loose, 
quite simply put the other bikes 
behind as he left a dusty battlefield for 
thewinner's circle. Hansen came home 
to a strong second, Hensley held down 
the number three slot and fourth place 
went to Stanford. 

When the big bore Pros broke loose, 
Bob Schulz piloted his Yamaha off the 
line and out into the lead. He soon 
found Mike Shoemaker pursuing him 
over every inch of the 10-miles of sand, 
dust, water, mud and more dust. 

“The Shoe”, ; true to nature, 
attacked the turf with a vengeance, 
pushed Schulz back to second, and 
proceeded to take command.

Nevertheless, un- 
daunted by the raceway restructuring, 
Super Seer rider Mike Garratt and 
B&R Suzuki rider Ricky Arnold un- 
leashed their awesome talents to win 
their respective Pro classes. 

The first 125cc Pro moto saw Arnold 
pull the holeshot, followed closely by 
Ron Watmore (Yam) and Dave 
Trudeau (Yam). Arnold and 
Watmore pulled away from the pack 
as Mike Goodrich (Suz) passed 
Trudeau for third. The moto ended in 
that configuration, with Arnold first, 
Watmore second and Goodrich hang- 
ing on for third. 

In moto two Goodrich, smarting 
from his finish in the first moto, 
slipped into the holeshot with Arnold 





and Watmore in tow. Early into the 
race Watmore fell, and Trudeau 
grabbed the third position. The 
remainder of the race was motocross at 


its wild and wooly best, as Goodrich’ 


and Arnold dueled with telic deter- 
mination to pull the race out. But it 
was Goodrich, who expertly used 
lapped riders to his advantage, finally 
winning the race. Arnold and 
Trudeau took second and third, re- 
spectively, Overall it was Arnold, Good- 
rich and Trudeau. 

Moto one of the 250cc Pro class 
began as Mike Garratt leaped into the 
lead on his Roger McCluskey-tuned 
Yamaha, trailed by brothers Ron and 
Rick Watmore (Yam). Ron Watmore 
passed Garratt quickly, catching him 
on the downhill U-turn, Garratt closed 
again and, attempting to cut under- 
neath Watmore on a turn, crashed, 
allowing Ricky Arnold and Rick Wat- 
more to grab second and third. 
Garratt reclaimed the third spot when 
Rick Watmore stalled negotiating a 
tight corner, The race ended with Ron 
Watmore first, Arnold second and 
Garratt in third. 

Garratt grabbed the holeshot again 
in moto two, with old nemesis Ron 
Watmore in second and brother Rick 
in third. And once again Ron overtook 
Garratt, this time squeezing past near 
the end of the lap six straightaway. All 
eyes were on them as they broke away 
from the rest of the pack, creating an 
insurmountable lead. Then Ron, 
looking for a double win, encountered 
bike problems and was forced to pull 
out of the race. Garratt took over the 
first position followed, at a distance, 
by Rick Watmore and Arnold, who, 
on the final lap, passed Watmore to 
take second. Garratt took the moto 
win and first overall, Arnold finished 
second overall and Ron Watmore, 
dusty and disgusted, finished third.

Ward was 
now looking for Holland, but he was 
out of his view with a 20-second lead.

In the second 125cc moto Holland 
got the holeshot for the second time 
with Ward second, Mike Beier third, 
and Brady fourth. Holland and Ward 
started to pull away from the rest of 
the riders.

ments needed to keep motorcycle 
premiums from skyrocketing.

A court injunction sought by the 
AMA is the only reason you can ride a 
bike through St. Louis, Missouri city 
parks-and most of the city’s main roads 
go through them. 

Trail riders, who account for a meager 
14 percent of the AMA’s members, can 
count the AMA's Government Relations 
Department as an important ally in the 
constant battle against land closure 
across the country. The AMA also step- 
ped in when Wisconsin tried to take *2 
million from the off-road vehicle fund 
and put it in a general transportaion fund 
and when Pennsylvania threatened to 
ban organized activities which would 
have included enduros and poker runs. 
They also saved you a few bucks by per- 
suading the IRS to make the sales tax on 
bike purchases deductible on your in- 
come tax.”

Water buffalo 
makes a comeback 
at AFM GSIR RR

SONOMA, CA, JUNE 7 


Darrell White, aboard his classic 
1972 Suzuki GT750, held off a 
last-ditch effort by David Emde 
on his Suzuki GS750 to capture 
the overall Superstreet flag at Golden 
State Raceway. White, sponsored by 
Cycle Connection in Oakland, 
followed Emde for most of the race 
before passing the California Suzuki of 
Orange rider. 

“I followed him around and he was 
getting squirrely. I caught up from 
behind, and I could outbrake him 
going into (turn) eleven.” Emde 
slipped one last time in turn eleven just 
before the checkered, allowing White 
the better drive coming out of the 
turn. 

The beginning of the day was 
marred by an unfortunate turn of 
events for AFM: number one John 
Glover. Glover was practicing on his 
new Yamaha TZ250H prior to the 
races, A small deer appeared on the 
track in John's path, and the impact 
tore the animal in half and smashed 
the H model. 

“I came down turn nine and a deer 
stepped out from the left. I saw it 10 
feet before I hit it. That’s the only 
place on the track you can redline a 
TZ in sixth gear,” he said. Glover 
escaped with only a broken collar- 
bone. 

“The deer smell the water from the 
filtration plant (in the center of the 
track infield), and when they see it 
they go straight for it,” added AFM 
chapter prez Vance Breese. 


Glover, who had commented earlier 
on his lucky streak this season, will be 
out of action for about six weeks. His 
luck is still holding out. 

While Dave Emde was blitzing the 
big bore Production race on his 
GS750, Chris Steward was close 
behind and staying ahead of Dennis 
Smith (Cycle Tune Kaw GPz1100) to 
preserve his second overall placing and 
first-place Open Production class slot. 
“It’s been a good year. This has been 
my seventh straight win for me this 
year,” said the APA Trucking/Pasa- 
dena Suzuki-sponsored GS1100 rider. 
Steward also pilots the same. bike in 
the Open Box Stock class, and came 
from nowhere last year to challenge 
Whitney Blakeslee's Kawasakis most of 
the season. 

The 250cc GP contest was a toss-up 
most of the race, with Tom Chew 
(Yam TZ250) finally yielding to Dave 
Garoutte (DKG/Yam 1TZ250) four 
turns from the finish. “He was goin’ as 
fast as I wanted to go. I stayed with 
him and there were a few places on the 
track that I had him,” remarked 
Garoutte, the AFM and AMA veteran. 

“Tve never led a 250cc GP race in 
my life,” said Chew, of Sacramento. 
“Garoutte let me know afterwards 
where I was messing up. He didn’t 
want to wear himself out leading me, 
so I wore myself out leading him.” 

In other action, Bill Mullins showed 
up with special experimental slicks 
made especially for 125cc road racers 
by Goodyear, possibly a prelude to 
production runs for the small-bore 
class. Louis Vallerga (Palo Alto Yam 
RD400) prevailed over ex-Can-Am 
rider Chuck McAvoy (Hon 500) and 
Brian Tilseth (Yam RD350) in a very 
tight 600cc Superstreet contest. 

The next race at Golden State 
International Raceway will be July 12, 
followed by the FIM race at Laguna 
Seca on July 19.

Chung survives 
AFM Laguna Seca 
250cc GP RR

MONTEREY, CA, JUNE 14 

Dwayne Chung rode his Berkeley 
Yamaha TZ250H into the 250cc 
GP victory circle today in the 
AFM’s first race at Laguna Seca 
since 1974. Chung and his 1981-vintage 
Power Valver weren't favored in the 
beginning, however. Glen Shopher 
(ND/Shoei/Farmhouse Rest. Yam 
TZ250) and Dave Garoutte 
(DKG/Yam TZ250) led the field for 
three laps followed by Chung, Keith 
Day, Gordy Hedemark, Fred Merkel, 
Bill Mullins, Bob Lugliani and Bob 
Runyon, all on Yamaha TZ250s. 

On the fourth lap, the race officials 
were deciding whether or not to dis- 
qualify Shopher for exceeding the strict 
Laguna noise limits. Meanwhile, can- 
non salvos from nearby Fort Ord could 
be clearly heard over the 105 db ex- 
haust chambers. 

Back on the track, Garoutte slid off 
his mount in the Corkscrew. “Got a 
little crazy coming out of the corner, 
that’s all,” said the frame manufactur- 
er. Shopher also crashed on the same 
lap, four turns later when he grabbed 
too much front brake for the turn nine 
hairpin and washed out. The surviving 
trio held their positions until the finish 
of the race. 

Lee Fleming (Champion Kawasaki 
GPz550) showed up at this non-points 
race with something different, an 
LH.I. turbo mounted on the racebike. 
He then did something else different 
and entered the cycle in the Open 
Superstreet race. To everyone's 
surprise, Lee finished third overall, 
second in the Open class. Only Darrell 
White (Suz GT750) and Scott Gray 
(Suz GS1100) finished ahead of him; 
Fleming had beaten two 650s, 19 750s, 
six 900s and three 1000s with his turbo 
550. “It’s Shelby Thompson’s bike. It 
is its first time out, and I feel it can get 
faster yet,” commented Fleming. “Fuel 
consumption's a little high, though,” 
he smiled. Thompson said that the 
boost was kept low (about nine pounds) 
and the engine cooled with fuel 
instead of water. He also stated that 
the turbo is almost identical to the 
ones mounted on Datsun 280ZXs. 

125cc GP provided some of the closest 
racing of the day. Jeff Legitt, riding 


his four-year-old, air-cooled Honda 
MT125R, took the lead at the last turn 
to take victory from the grasp of Bob 
Lugliani (Palo Alto Yam TZ125). “I 
got a better drive out of the last turn 
before the finish. The slow going and 
the traffic caused some problems,” re- 
marked the Vallejo, CA resident. 

Lee Moselle, president of the Sports 
Car Racing Association of the Monterey 
Peninsula (SCRAMP), spoke at the 
riders’ meeting and expressed his satis- 
faction with the turnout. He promised 
to work for more race dates at the lush 
facilities next year (next race at 
Laguna will be on September 27. The 
next AFM North road race will be July 
12 at Golden State. The fourth annual 
ND Sparkplug Golden State Series also 
concludes on July 12 at GSIR.

AUBURN, WA, JUNE 7 

Bellevue Suzuki's number one 
GS1100, piloted by Randy Skiver/ 
Bruce Lind/Brian Sutton and 
spitting occasionally from water 
in the carbs, cruised across the finish 
four laps ahead of the Hislop/Marinacci 
Honda (out of Burien Honda) to take 
the seventh annual Dealers Challenge 
six-hour road race at a rain-slowed 
speed of 65.62 mph. For Skiver, this 
makes four straight, as he's been on a 
winning team since 1978. 

Thirty-three bikes started in a light 
drizzle at 11:00 a.m., and 24 survived 
periods of solid downpour to finish 
under their own power six hours later. 
(Two others pushed across.) Skiver 
grabbed a solid lead from the first lap, 
followed by Wayne Tanner on the 
Doyle/Tanner Suzuki sponsored by 
Bellevue Suzuki and Gene Meyer Im- 
ports. Then came a gap, then Ken 
Landrus (Totem Lake Kawasaki) on a 
650 and Joe Davis on a self-sponsored 
1085cc Suzuki nose to tail, then 
another gap. 

Circulating in a fairly tight group 
were the Tisdel/Carman/Dunn Yama- 
ha 1100 (Everett Yamaha), the Densler/ 
Moore/Mayes Suzuki (Bellevue Suzuki), 
the Roosevelt/Constable Honda 750 
(Seattle Honda), and the Peiroli/Haug/ 
Franklin Yamaha 550 Seca (Renton 
Yamaha/Mike Kenyon). 

First 410cc Production bike, early 
on, was the Scott Moon/Lee Cochran 
Yamaha (N.E.S.R.A.), lying about 
12th on the first lap. The eventual 
410cc Production winner, Burien 
Honda's Vanskike/McDonald/LaForce 
400, was running about five spots back, 
and eventual 600cc Cafe winners Miles/ 
Crosby (Yam 55) started out well down 
in the pack. 

Paul Peiroli, whose team had made 
a last-minute dash to Renton for a 
Dunlop K181 front/Goodyear rain 
rear, worked his 550 Seca as high as 
fourth, possibly even third during the 
first hour. Sliding down once on the 
back side of the course, he remounted, 
ped briefly, then returned to circu- 

te as before, carving a ing entry 
into turns in disdain for the 
slightly oily pavement. Asked how he 
remained glued to the road, he patted 
his middle and quipped, “Sometimes 
it helps to weigh 200 pounds.” 

Another early contender, Ken 
Landrus, low-sided his Kaw 650 in the 
entry to turn two in the first hour, but 
remounted and continued to charge. 
The Landrus/Smith team lost maybe 


two laps in the pits taping up loosened 


- controls — a delay they figure may 


have bumped them down to third 
Open Cafe in the final standings. 

Rhys Howard (or was it Derrick 
Porter underneath the raingear?) took 
a horrendous-looking spill in front of 
the pits — possibly broke concentration 
and hydroplaned on some water ac- 
celerating onto the front straight, then 
tank-slapped and carwheeled to a stop 
just short of the finish line. He, too, 
made repairs and continued on the 
Tonka Yamaha 400. 

More slide-outs and bail-offs occurred 
sporadically through the day, still with 
no injuries, and generally light 
damage to machinery. In 410cc Pro- 
duction, the Hogan/Dudley Yamaha 
sustained damage but continued after 
some pit work; N.E.S.R.A.'s Beste/ 
Otway Honda 400F got off into the 
grass at turn two and went flop, yet 
finished strongly; Rickey Giles got out 
into the same grass on a 400 twin 
(Westside Honda) but stayed up and 
motored gently back onto the road, 
momentarily losing about three posi- 
tions in the tight group he was with. 

In the bigger classes, Northshore 
Suzuki's Fitch/Bagnall team GS1100 
began to develop Damp Ignition Syn- 
drome during the second hour and 
eventually retired. The Hislop/Zalud 
Open Production 750 Honda (Burien 
Honda) spent an hour in the ptis for a 
ticklish gasket change, then eventually 
retired for good. The Roosevelt/Con- 
stable Honda (Seattle Honda) pulled 
off the track dead-stick shortly after 3 
p-m. Tacoma Kawasaki's Ittner/Brady/ 
Justus 650 Kaw crashed, restarted and 
finished. 

h it all, Skiver motored stead- 
ily, clicking off lap after lap at 1:59 
plus/minus a tick or two. Shortly after 
1 p.m. he traded off to Bruce Lind just 
as the rain began to fall in earnest. 
Said Lind, “The first time\around, I 
sat up for turn one and my face shield 
just went white.” 

Lind fought the visibility problem 
for only a few laps, but finally had to 
hand off to Bran Sutton while he 
worked on his helmet. The Doyle/ 
Tanner team figured they might have 
briefly inherited the lead on the extra 
pit stop, but unofficial results released 
at 80 and 90-lap distances showed the 
number one bike still in the lead, Doyle/ 
Tanner second, Hislop/Marinacci 
third (first Open Prod), and Davis/ 
Phillips fourth. 

Sutton protected his team’s lead 
while Lind solved the visor-fogging by 
ripping out some foam liner so it could 
breathe. Then Lind remounted and 
rode until about 4 p.m., handing the 
bike back to Skiver. The leaders con- 
tinued to average 1:59 to 2:02 as the 
track got genuinely wet. 

A slick situation began to develop at 


the apex of turn nine, where corner 
workers had dumped cement dust on a 
prior oil spill. The rain turned the 
chalky mixture to slick mud, and the 
bikes spreak it wider and wider coming 
through. Riders reported that if you 
tried to lean at all through that spot, 
the front end just went away. The 
Peiroli/Haug/Franklin bike crashed 
twice there and kept running; Steve 
Schaefer crashed just ahead of Bruce 
Lind, who skittered through unscathed. 
The Schaefer/Robinson team went on 
to finish third 600cc Cafe behind 
Pieroli/Haug/Franklin. (Class winners 
Miles and Crosby also picked up some 
scuff marks somewhere. ) 

Meanwhile, quietly, so quietly, Pat 
Marinacci had taken over the well- 
muffled 900 Honda and started lapping 
into the 1:57 range as the rain slackened 
and the traction improved. By lap 
130, the unofficial standings had him 
second ahead of Doyle/Tanner, with 
600cc Cafe winners Miles/Crosby 
fourth. 

The final hour saw some dry patches 
appear. The Landrus/Smith Kaw 
(which was laps down) briefly passed 
Skiver around 4:35, provoking Randy 
into replying with a series of 1:54 laps, 
even as the GS1100 began to go off its 
feed sporadically, due to water sloshing 
in the float bowls. Skiver finished some 
four laps ahead of second-place Marin- 
acci (Open Prod class winner), and six 
laps ahead of third overall (600 Cafe 
winner) Miles/Crosby, who in turn 
were on the same lap with fourth over- 
all cash winners Davis/Phillips (who 
also pocketed some cumshaw for 
second Open Cafe). 

During the final hour, minutes after 
a last rider change, Wayne Tanner 
slid down in the turn nine slick, 
putting a permanent bevel in his 
Suzuki's side case with 156 laps com- 
plete, still good for fourth Open Cafe 
as the bike took the checker with a 
slight leg assist. The Segale/Westphalen/ 
Harruff Honda 750 finished similarly 
after taking late race crash damage. 

The Vanskike/McDonald/LaForce 
Honda 400 quietly took 410cc Produc- 
tion honors, finishing 162 laps for an 
average of 60.75 mph (less than 5 -= 
off the outright winner's pace in 
wet), with Moon/Cochran still two 
laps in arrears after a late-race charge. 

Race starter Steve Riley offered to 
lay money he'd cast a shadow when he 
strode out to wave the checkers. Sure 
enough, by race’s end the clouds 
broke, and the winners quaffed cham- 
pagne in slanting afternoon sunlight. 
Maddening, what?

Knight nabs Cross- 
Up MX wins

It was another superb day of rac- 
ing at Cross-Up Raceway deep in 
the heart of central Oregon. The 
clouds that brought rain the 


night before burned off making for the 
best race yet in the summer motocross 
series. For Joe Knight (Yam) of Port- 
land, his long trek paid off as he totally 


demolished the 250cc Pro class with a ` 





1-1-1 triple moto blitz in close racing 
action. Corey Graves (Suz) led all three 
of hiss 125cc Junior/Intermediate 
motos and was the only other rider to 
go 1-1-1. 

Graves looked good in each of his 
three 15-minute motos holding off last 
race’s 125cc winner Terry Shine 
(Yamaha Store) and Brad Dahlen 
(Bend Suz). Graves pulled exceptionally 
fine holeshots and led from the gate in 
front of the largest race of the day. 
Shine looked as though he would reel 
Graves in, but dropped off the pace 
and settled for second and second 
overall with his 2-2-2 over Dahlen's 4- 
5-3. 

The best race of the day would 
definitely have to be the combined Pro 
at 10 riders strong. At the drop of the 
flag, Knight (Yam) and Clay Light 
(Yamhill Yam) dueled their way to the 
front of the pack followed by Roger 
Norris (430 Hus), Mike Holbrook (Suz 
Sports Center) and Richard Earle (DG/ 
Cycle Country Hon) on a 125. 

Knight and Light began to dice, but 
Knight went inside on lap two as Light 
stalled while leading a freight train of 
riders and dropped back into the dust 
moving Holbrook into second. Hol- 
brook caught and displaced the Port- 
land speedster and began to open a 
gap between himself and Knight, who 
was riding like a madman and took 
advantage of Holbrook’s misfortune 
when the Suzuki rider slid out in the 
loamy sand. 

Knight now had a comfortable lead 
built up and was looking like a 
tornado destroying any berm that 
would challenge his rear wheel. Jon 
Clement (Yam of Redmond) made a 
mid-moto charge and moved into 
second. Riders fell every lap and 
Clement had gone from last to second 
and was now challenging Knight for 
the lead. John Ayers (Yam of LaPine) 
also rode at the back of the pack and 
seemed content passing downed riders 
to hold on to third while Holbrook fin- 
ished fourth, Earle fifth followed by 
former teammate Light who was bat- 
tling a flat front tire. Seventh went to 
Norris. 

Second time out, Light put the 
power to the ground and roosted away 
on his LOP ride with Knight, Holbrook, 
Norris, Keith Engstrom (Bend Suz) 
and Earle holding down top positions. 
Knight tucked by Light in nearly the 
same spot, only this time it was a lap 
later, and headed up the pack of 
radical riding Pros. 


Earle moved his water-pumper into . 
third behind Light and the stage was 
set for some heavy dicing which never 
materialized as the two Salem riders 
went into a one-line corner, and when 
the dust cleared, Earle had moved to 
second thanks to a kamikaze move that 
left Light dazed but not out of the 
action. 


Holbrook moved by Earle but 
couldn't catch the fleeing Knight. 
Earle took third spot with Norris fourth, 
Light fifth while Engstrom and Clement 
followed. 

Moto three had Knight (who else?) 
take the holeshot, ruining Lights 
perfect holeshot record of eight of 
eight, and blitzed quickly away, 
leaving a dice open between Clement, 
Holbrook, Earle and Light who were 
all glued to one another as if they were 
permabonded together. Earle was 
making smooth moves and inherited 
third when Holbrook went over the 
bars. 

Bruised but back in rhythm, Hol- 
brook now had to deal with a trio of 
riders consisting of Light, Norris and 
Ayers who were carving their way 
through the dust to the front. Ayers 
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bailed off letting Norris by into sixth. 
At the flag, it was Knight taking the 
moto win as well as the overall with his 
1-1-1 followed by Clement who was 
third overall with a 2-8-2 and Earle 
going 6-3-3 for fourth. Holbrook got 
fourth and second overall with his 4-2- 
4 with Light taking fifth and fifth over- 
all with a 6-4-5 ahead of Open rider 
Roger Norris’ tally of 7-5-6.

The third heat was Rosa’s first win 
of the night with Danny Moore (Yam) 
right behind waiting for a mistake that 
never came.

Once again, the flat trackers of 
north Texas watched the storm 
clouds brewing this week.

Kris Wise on his 
Cornwall Tool’s Ital-Jet held down 
second for most of the race, but the 
youngster got a bit confused, thought 
the penalty line was the finish line and 
stopped short of the checkers. By the 
time he realized his mistake, Tim Kay 
on his Motorcycle Specialties Suzuki 
had crossed the line, and Wise was 
credited with third. 


The 80cc class had one of the larger 
fields of the evening with seven riders 
taking the line for the main. Thirteen- 
year-old Scottie Scherb, out of San 
Antonio's N.W. Honda, put on a real 
style show as he broadslid his CR 
Honda shorttrackers to the first of two 
wins for the night. Close on his wheels 
for a couple of laps were Alan Powers 
(Yam) and MAPS Distributing/ 
Carter's Yamaha-sponsored Michael 
Hale. But Powers and Hale just could 
not cope with the Honda power. 


The 250cc Sportsman go brought 
out the Soul Man’s Bar-B-Que team 
leader Jimmy Tarlton and his Bultaco. 
Tarlton, who has come a long way in 
the last couple of years, had no easy 
time of it as he battled back attempts 
by Dallas Yamaha-sponsored Tubby 
Dotson and Scherb. Tarlton and 
Dotson were wheel to wheel for the 
majority-of the race with Tarlton 
closing the door on Dotson at every 
turn. But Dotson would get his 
revenge in the Grand Finale. 


The 250cc Expert class saw a couple 
of newcomers to the Ross Downs track 
this year. Odell Davis, who had been a 
familiar figure in years past, made it 
to the main, but it looked like there 
was a little rust on his skills as he 
finished well out of the money. Joining 
Davis for the first time at Ross Downs 
this year was David Bradley out of 
Tulsa, OK. Although it was his first 
time here in a long while, Bradley 
knew his way around this particular 
short track. He powered his Oflixco- 
backed Bultaco ugh the field of 10 
riders for the win. Yamaha-mounted 
Mark Neimi and Sammy Sweet 


threatened Bradley several times but 
just could not get by the Tulsan. 

The roar of four strokes heightened 
the pulse of the fans as the Open 
Experts took to the track. Though the 
field was small, 
diversity of machinery present as 
Yamaha 750s and 500s competed 
against a lone Triumph. And that 
lonely Triumph, ridden by Sammy 
Sweet out of Houston, really sparkled 
as it took the class win. 

The best and closest race of the 
evening capped another week at Ross 
Downs as the Grand Finale contenders 
took the track. Representatives from 
the 250cc Sportsman, 250cc Expert 
and Open Expert classes met for an 
outstanding contest. Official starter 
Eddie McCoy handicapped the 
Experts by almost a half a lap as he 
arranged the racers down the 
grandstand straight. Although the big 
advantage was given to the 250cc 
Sportsmen, it wasn't long until the 
250cc Experts had eaten up the 
distance and were knocking on the 
door. Expert riders David Bradley and 
Alan Black pushed Sportsman class 
standouts Tubby Dotson and Jimmy 
Tarlton lap after lap. On lap seven, 
Bradley tried to go low around 
Tarlton, caught a rut and went off the 
track. This maneuver startled 
Tarlton and while he was catching his 
breath, Alan Black and his Yamaha 
went high and by. The final two laps 
were axle to axle between Black and 
Dotson.

Texas Yamaha being the sponsor 
of this event soon had the other 
shops involved in a challenge of 
sorts; each shop would field a 


team or so and have a good time. The 
two kegs of beer furnished by Texas 
Yamaha put the accent on the good 
times at Conroe Motocross Park. 

A tag-team moto-scramble goes like 
this — each team had the choice of 
one bike, two riders; two bikes, two 
riders or an Ironman would ride the 
entire event alone. The little red 
punch tag was the key to the scoring 
system because the riders had to switch 
on every lap of the 3.2-mile course. On 
the two-bike teams, the punch tag 
was switched in many ways from arm 
bands, neck bands, alligator clips, to 
just stuck in the pants. The one-bike, 
two-rider teams just tied it to the bike 
and switched riders which made an 
interesting show. The Ironman didn’t 
have to switch anything, just try to 
pace himself and make the whole race. 

The course was a combination of 
MX course, tight woods, deep sand 
and several eighth-gear straights with 
one punch check and one visual check. 
To set the pace for the good time 
event, the start was a dead motor, Le
